AMA announces American 
team for 55th ISDT 


WESTERVILLE, OH, JUNE 18 

The American Motorcyclist Association announced today the 40 riders 
who will represent the United States in the 55th International Six Days 
Trial, September 22-27 in Brioude, France. 

The majority of the June 17 meeting in the AMA's Westerville, Ohio 
headquarters centered on the selection of the World Trophy Team. As 
last year, the team will be mixed. However, this year will see the six 
riders mounted on four different brands where in 1979 only two brands 
were represented. 

"|t was a very tough decision," said AMA Amateur Activities Direc- 
tor Kathy Wanta. “It is our belief that we have chosen the best riders 
for the job at hand.” 

Husqvarna riders Dick Burleson, Frank Gallo and Ed Lojak form 5096 
of the squad and accounted for three overall wins in the ISDT Qualifier 
Series. 

Larry Roeseler, last year's highest placed American rider in West 
Germany, will represent Yamaha while Mike Rosso will carry Suzuki's 
colors and Frank Stacy will represent KTM. Rosso carded seven Gold 
Medal rides in seven Qualifiers, while Stacy, in only his first year of 
ISDT competition, was the overall top scorer in two events. 

The Silver Vase Team will also be mixed with Suzuki rider John 
Ayers joining the Kawasaki-sponsored trio of Jack Penton, Teddy 
Leimbach and Kevin Lavoie. 

Nearly 350 riders submitted a letter of intent to the AMA to contest 
the seven ISDT Qualifier Series rounds, which for the first time 
included one Three-Day event in addition to six Two-Day Qualifiers. 
Selection was based on a rider's three best finishes in class. Those 
with sufficient points to earn a slot, but with less than three rides were 
not considered. 

Riders of proven ISDT background who sustained injury during the 
series were given special consideration. Suzuki's Drew Smith, with 
five years of ISDT competition behind him, was one such case. Smith 
rode early rounds with a broken wrist. 

^We have selected 40 riders because we feel confident that the 
French will allocate 40 slots to our squad,” said AMA's Wanta. "I 
believe that we have a very strong squad with, perhaps, the best 
special test riders we have had in a long time.”

Last names are still the toughest 


Went back to Laconia for the 
races recently and had over five 
hours flying time each way to re- 
flect on the changes that have 
taken place within the Winston Pro 
Series in recent years. 

Foremost, perhaps, is the fact that 
we nearly now have two totally differ- 
ent groups of riders, one for dirt track 
and one for road racing. 

At Laconia, the only dirt tracker 
was Ted Boody there from the ranks of 
noted present day racers. 

For some reason or another the road 
racers must come from a different 
background altogether. Let me 
explain: The entry list had such 
names as Jones, Smith, Casey, Martin, 
Sharp, Murphy, Hill, Edwards and 
Williams. Last names that have be- 


come rather common over the years in 


dirt track racing. 

But did any of these guys with the 
easy names win, run up front or cause 
much comment during the two full 
days at Laconia? Not at all. 

Here were some other names at 
Laconia. Schlachter, Richichi, Schlos- 
ser, Liubimsky, Guglielmo, Ng-A-Kien, 
Umryz, Osowski, Fabiano, Maroulis, 
Himmelsbach, Winiarski, Maliszewski, 
Smrz, and Iaizzi. 

Fortunately, they were not all in the 
same class but were on the track more 
than once during the two days of 
racing. By the time an announcer gets 
done, his jaws, cheeks and tongue are 
worn out! 

Then there’s another future prob- 
lem looming up. Until this year it was 
not uncommon to have Steve Eklund 
and Skip Aksland in the same race 
once or twice during the day. Now 
Eklund has given up road racing and 
Aksland has quit so he can heal up for 
another try. 

At least at Laconia I did not have 
to go through the Eklund/Aksland ex- 
ercise but behold another new name 
cropped up back there. His name is 
Steve Aspland! I only hope that he has 
no desire to try dirt tracking and will 
also be content to stay in the Super- 
bike class and not the new Formula 
one class with Skip. 

Try saying Eklund/Aksland/Aspland 
real fast — at least two dozen times in 
various order. 

A few years back I announced a 
cycle race one night with a rider by the 
name of Muckenthaller in it. The next 
day I announced a car race with a guy 
by the name of Motchenbacher in that 
one. Don't try Muckenthaller/Motchen- 
bacher really fast over and over. You're 
bound to lose. 

What ever happened to the racers 
that used to have names like Troy Lee, 
Ralph White, Mil Green, Ward Ring, 
Joe Leonard, Bobby Hill, Ron Grant, 
Jim Rice? Aren't any of them fathers of 
would be racers to help out the 
announcers? 

As future road races come up, I 
hope that the following combinations 
never get close to each other for the 
win — or run lap after lap side by side 
to the finish for a top spot. 


Umryz/Smrz or Schlachter/Schlosser 
or Liubimsky/Maliszewki. If they do I 




































other announcer will just have to stay 
with the numbers — which by the way 
are mostly three digit for the guys with 
the tough names. (Did the AMA really 
do that on purpose?) 

A few years back, I had what I 
thought was the ideal match race 
setup. It was — at least I thought so — 
a promoter's dream. 

It was back when Sammy Tanner 
blew into California and was a hot 
item. Up north they had a rider by the 
name of Duane Francisco. Both had 
come through the Novice and Junior 
ranks at the same time and both were 
highly regarded by their fans. 

I proposed a billing of “The Flying 
Flea Meets The Spanish Fly" with the 
flea of course, Tanner and the fly 
being, Francisco. Aggie thought it was 
a good idea — but ahead of its time. 

By the time the time was right — 
both riders had long since retired. 

Another problem facing announcers 
is first names. The AMA requires that 
the rider list his legal name on all 
entries. The same appears when the 
AMA sends out the lists for the 
program. 

For sorne reason or another no rider 
will ever correct you until he starts 
winning, or gets close to the front. 
Then he tells you his name is not Cliff 
but Skip, not Gordon but Skip, not 
Dennis but Blackie, not David but 
Scotty. 

Then there are the ones that want to 
use their middle name instead of their 
first name. Like Randy instead of 
Don. 

Last names though still are the 
toughest. It may come as a surprise to 
many long time fans to know that Bart 
Markel does not — at least his wife 
doesn’t — pronounce their last name 
to sound like Markel but rather Mar- 
Kell. Bart once told me that it made 
no difference as he had been called a 
lot of other things when he was busting 
fences and falling down in his early 
years of racing. 

So what's in a name? Well, I just 
hope that Iaizzi and Guglielmo have 
all the success in the world — as long 
as I am not there on those days when 
they are racing each other for the win!

It was a runaway weekend for Winston Pro Ser- 
ies riders Ronnie Jones and Billy Labrie as each 
scored their second National win of the season. 
Jones did his trick in the Santa Fe TT while 


Labrie won the Charity Newsies 
Half Mile. 

There was plenty of shuffling 
in the point standings with 
Labrie benefiting most as he moved to 
fourth from eighth via his win and a 
ninth in the TT. Hank Scott lost ground 
as he went into the weekend with a 22 
point lead and came out with only 15 
in hand. Steve Morehead, second in 
the standings going in, came out the 
same way. 

Grand National Champion Steve 
Eklund came up with a good weekend 
as he added 24 points to his meager 13 
to climb from a tie for 27th into a tie 
for 13th. 


Santa Fe 

Ronnie Jones, by virtue of a wire to 
wire ride, picked up his second National 
win of the season in the 25-lap Winston 
Pro Series Santa Fe TT. The battle for 





second went to the wire with Ricky 
Graham leading Steve Eklund by less 
than two bikelengths to the flag. 
Fourth place saw Rod Spencer put in a 
solid ride with Jeff Haney hanging on, 
literally, for fifth. 


No matter who you were rooting 


for, Jones’ win was a popular one. It 
was his first ride since his brother 
David was killed at Lousiville and his 
mother was in the stands watching. “I 
only wish that David were here to see 
me,” said Jones in the winner's circle in 
an emotion choked voice. “I feel he’s 
watching. I won this one for him. 


Few had picked any Harley-Davidson 
rider to do well, but that didn’t bother 
Graham. “I concentrated on getting a 
good start, riding a good line and 
getting the best drive off the corners I 
could,” said Graham. “The drive wasn't 
as good as I would have liked, but it 
was enough." 











Tex Peel, the wrench behind 
Graham's Klotz-Wiseco mount, had to 
replace a valve broken when the bike 
was first started up. 

Defending TT champ Eklund had 
to settle for a hard fought third place 
to celebrate his 25th birthday. "It's a 
start," said Eklund after reflecting on 
his problem plagued season so far. 
The reigning Grand National Cham- 
pion had only 13 points to this point. 
“The fans are great. I'm glad I was 
able to do so well." 


Time Trials 

Wednesday night's National Warm- 
up winner Scott Pearson was right 
back in the groove on his Harry Lillie- 
tuned Yamaha TT500, clocking a 
41.591 second lap. Randy Goss, 
Graham, Jones, Bubba Shobert and 
Eklund all broke into the 41 second 
bracket. Steve Pfalzgraf rounded out 
the 48 rider field with a 44.374 second 
run. 


Heats 

Opinion was about evenly split on 
whether the lengthening of the track 
by adding an additional infield straight 
and another jump was good or bad. 
On track preparation, it was unani- 
mous — too dusty, too dry and too 
slick. 

The first heat saw Bubba Shobert 
left on the line with electrical problems 
as Hank Scott, Ted Boody and Steve 
Morehead went for the lead. Pearson, 
from a penalty line start, was third by 
lap three. Pearson powered past 
Boody for second as the pair exited the 
infield on lap fiye and got Scott the 
next lap as he powered down the 
infield straight. From there on it was 
all Peason. Boody moved past Scott on 
the final lap. 

Randy Goss wasted little time in win- 
ing heat two as he led green light to 
checkered flag. Scott Parker, riding 
the sidelined Jay Springsteen's factory 
Harley, put in a superb ride holding 
second for eight laps before Steve 
Eklund moved around. 

The third heat saw Graham and 
Alex Jorgensen exchange holeshots on 
the start and restart. Graham quickly 
asserted himself on the second green 
light and grabbed the lead for good 
with Mike Kidd holding off Jorgy to 
the flag.

Heat four was even more accident 
prone as it took a pair of restarts for 
Ronnie Jones to finally get a lead that 
would hold up. Rod Spencer quickly 
settled into second, leaving Honda 
teammates Mickey Fay and Jeff Haney 
to debate third after coming from the 
penalty line. Fay threw a chain two 
laps from the finish and third belonged 
to Haney. 

Semis 

The remaining two slots on the 14 
rider grid went to the winners of the 
two semis. Gary Scott used a stuff-it- 
unde pass on Wayne Rainey to win 
semi one. Scott was apologetic for 
Rainey's unfortunate crash; Rainey 
wasn't overly happy. 

Billy Labrie, aboard a Yamaha fac- 
tory mount, romped home in semi two. 


Trophy Race 

Yamaha-sponsored Rick Hocking had 
little to bother him until the closing 
laps of the Trophy Race when Joe 
Peterson moved in close in the final 
laps. “I spent Thursday in bed with my 
left ankle packed in ice," said Hocking. 
“I twisted it badly in Wednesday's event. 
That took a bit off my edge. I should 
have been in the National." 


National 

“The main will be no fun at all. It's 
going to be 25 long, long laps and a lot 
of hard work," said Gary Scott. Jeff 
Haney, nursing swollen hands, wrists 
and forearms from a heat race crash 
(red flagged) was optimistic. "I'm in 
the National, I'll figure a way to hold 
on." Winston Pro Series points leader 
Hank Scott just wanted to finish. “I’m 
out to get some points, isn't that what 
it's all about?" 

What it was really all about was 
Ronnie Jones grabbing the lead off the 
line on his Viper Racing mount and 
never looking back for 25 laps. 

If he had, Jones would have noticed 
that nothing behind him was constant. 
Kidd, Goss and Graham quickly scram- 
bled to the front from the 6-6-2 starting 
grid in a fight for second until Goss 
lost the front wheel in a turn and went| 
down. He was quickly up, but now in 
last. 

Four laps into the National, Graha 
was hounding Kidd in second while 
Pearson, Eklund, Jorgensen, Spencer,

By lap nine third was a three-way 
battle among Graham, Pearson and 
Eklund while sixth had Jorgensen and 
Spencer wheel to wheel and eighth was 
a seven rider snake led by Haney. 

The 12th lap saw Kidd's ride come 
ot an end as his Army-sponsored mount 
tied up an engine in turn four. The 
battle for third now became second. 
One lap later Parker and Gary Scott 
played bash and bash again. Parker 
dropped back. Goss was 10th. 

Pearson was putting heavy pressure 
on Graham as Eklund shadowed. 
Spencer had pulled clear of Jorgensen 
who, on lap 15, parked it with "engine 
probblems.” 

Hitting a tire bent Pearson's shift 
lever and Eklund was by in a flash. 
One more lap and Pearson was on his 
way to the pits with a flat rear tire. 

Meanwhile, Jones cruised safely out 
in front. However, he had a few anxious 
moments doing magic tricks twice 
after getting deeper into a corner than 
he wanted. “I was trying too hard and 
nearly lost it,” he would say later. “I 
thought the 25 laps would never end.” 

From lap 20 on the finish was set — 
with one small change: Goss took 
seventh away from Boody with one lap 
to go.

Columbus 

It was follow the leader time for 
Steve Morehead and Ted Boody at the 
Winston Pro Series Charity Newsies 
Half Mile as Billy Labrie led them on a 
20-lap chase to the checkered flag. Steve 
Eklund and Gary Scott, waiting for 
mistakes that never came, finished 
fourth and fifth. 

‘Labrie knew he was going to win at 
the Ohio State Fairgrounds facility 


and said as much after winning his 
heat race. He needed the money, he 
said. After the checkered flag fluttered 
at the end of the National, Labrie was 
all smiles, but that changed into an 
even bigger grin wlien he picked up 
$5,870 in purse money alone. 

"Everything was working right," 
said Labrie after his champagne jam. 
"I've had a good feeling ever since we 
got to the track this morning. My 
tuner, Jon Roberts also had the 
feeling. He's the only who made my 
Fletcher's Harley-Davidson-sponsored 
bike a winner. I really want to thank 
the folks at Daytona International 
Speedway, for without their help I 
wouldn't be here.” 

Steve Morehead made up for his 
poor showing at the TT with a solid 
second. "The key to coming from the 
second row was testing the cushion on 
the warm-up lap and then running 
high and wide right to the back 
stretch. I knew that I could run it in on 
Ted (Boody). I just waited for the 
chance. It's great to do good in front 
of family, friends and especially my 
sponsors Horton Ambulance Company 
and KK Motorcycle Supply." 

Ted Boody was all smiles also. "I'm 
getting there. I've got to make up for 
the time I sat out last season. It's all 
adding up, a few points here and a few 
points there. I wanted second, but Steve 
was running hard and I held him off as 
long as I could. Put in a good word 
about Bill Kennedy. He helped me 
build the engine.” 

Time Trials 

Scott Parker, couldn't break his 
25.587 second track record, but his 
25.986 second lap was still good for 
fast time. Mike Kidd, Boody, Terry 
Poovey and Gary Scott were the rest of 
the top five. Mickey Fay and Jeff 
Haney, aboard 500cc Hondas, did not 
qualify. 

Heats 

To the delight of a good number of 
riders, the track surface did not set up 
as a narrow groove by heat race time 
allowing for the most exciting action 
of the day. 

The first heat was a see-saw battle 
between Parker, who won, Gary Scott, 
who took advantage of every break to 
take second, and Steve Morehead, who 
saw his win disintegrate into a third. 


Morehead led only to lose it to Parker. 
Scott then dogged Morehead and 
when he bobbled, Scott was second. 
Morehead then had to hold off Garth 
Brow’s charge to keep third. 

Mike Kidd saw his ride at the front 
evaporate in heat two when his engine 
decided to run when it felt like it. 
Terry Brow’s high line cushion ride 
was a crowd pleaser. However, a deter- 
mined Randy Goss dropped Brow to 
second. Consistent riding by Scott 
Pearson earned him third, a scant two 
bikelengths up on Winston Pro Series 
leader Hank Scott. 

There was double excitement in 
heat three as Boody and Eklund went 
at it wheel-to-wheel, carrying on their 
battle all over the track until Boody 
finally took command two laps from 
the finish. While that was going on, 
Corky Keener was giving lessons on 
groove track riding as he came from 
11th on the start to third by lap six of 
the 10-lap event. 

“I was leading and the darn thing 
just quit,” said a visably disappointed 
Terry Poovey after the fourth heat. 
With Poovey out, a titanic duel erupted 
between leader Scott Drake and 
Labrie. It continued until Labrie dove 
inside in turn one on lap eight and 
came up with the winning 
combination. Marty Bushman held 
third, two bikelengths ahead of Santa 
Fe winner Ronnie Jones. 

Semis 

Jackie Mitchell won semi one leaving 
top 10 riders Hank Scott and Mike Kidd 
in the cold. Ricky Graham didn't even 
make the semi as he sat on the side as 
fifth alternate praying for a miracle. 
He had gone down in heat four while 
challenging for second. 

Semi two saw Rookie of the Year 
candidate Rob Crabbe immediately 
latch onto the now narrow groove and 
not let go. Alex Jorgensen tried to 
shake him loose, but to no avail. Ron- 
nie Jones also saw his chances of adding 
Winston Pro Series points go out the 
window. 


Trophy Race 

Mike Kidd worked his way past Alex 
Jorgensen and then Garth Brow to 
grab the lead in the Trophy Race on 
lap four and go unchallenged from 
there to the checkered flag. Kidd im- 
mediately won over the capacity crowd

by tossing his helmet into the cheering 
throng and then signing autographs at 
the grandstand fence until the National 
came to the line.

The only thoughts of the riders on 
the 8-6 row starting grid were how to 
be the first out of turn two and whether 
or not to conserve the soft compound 
tires everyone was running in the early 
laps or go for it immediately. 

Labrie solved the problem of being 
the first rider out of turn two and that 
was the last time anyone really got 
close. Morehead's high line gamble 
paid off handsomely as he was fourth 
behind Boody and Parker. 

On lap three Parker tried the high 
line and lost three spots. The top six 
would set themselves as the race went 
on with Morehead slipping underneath 
Boody with a turn one pass on lap 12 
and Scott letting Eklund by when he 
slipped off the groove on lap 18. Parker 
remained in sixth while Keener, by 
virtue of some hard riding moved from 
10th to seventh on the narrow groove. 

Tire wear was again an issue at the 
end of the race. “I’m damn mad,” said 
Gary Scott. "Look at this tire. I was 
easy on it all race and it still is complete- 
ly worn out. The AMA has to do some- 
thing soon. It's ruining racing and it's 
damn dangerous, too. Everyone knows 
the soft compound tire won't last 20 
laps, yet nobody will run the hard com- 
pound because you wouldn't be in the 
hunt with everyone else running soft. 
My rear tire has no tread left; I doubt 
that anyone does." e

Moates first American to win.......

CARLSBAD, CA, JUNE 22 


Pre-race hype for the 10th running of the Bel- 
Ray USGP of Motocross at Carlsbad Raceway 
had the public primed for an American victor. 
An American had never won a 500cc Grand 


Prix held on American soil, and 
it seemed this would indeed be 
the year. 

At the day's end, it was a 
young American lion standing atop 
the victory podium. Though considered 
a dark horse, Marty Moates from near- 
by San Diego stunned all present by 
winning both motos, effectively snap- 
ping the long spell of European domi- 
nance here. 


“This was the first (USGP) race I - 


ever came to," he said beaming. “I just 
thought I can't believe it was happen- 
ing; it was great! I've dreamed about 
this race every year and now it's 
happened." 

Brad Lackey, the prime American 
contender and favorite of many, had a 
disappointing day. He finished sixth in 
the first moto, off the pace of those in 
front of him. 

And in the second moto, he had his 
best shot at overtaking Andre Malherbe 
in the series point standings as Malherbe 








was uanble to start when his tactory 
Honda broke its gearbox just seconds 
before the start. Lackey led the second 
moto for a couple of laps, but went 
down and didn't get going again for 
several laps. 

The day belonged almost entirely to 
Moates. He grabbed the holeshot on 
his LOP Yamaha in the first moto fol- 
lowed by Yamaha's "Rocket Rex" Staten 
and U.S. Norstar/Kawasaki rider Goat 
Breker. 

Honda's Roger DeCoster crashed 
dramatically on the opening lap, his 
Carlsbad curse apparently unchanged, 
when someone cut in front of him on 
the downhill. He endoed, bending the 
bike and suffering a minor injury to 
his left leg. He did not ride the second 
moto. 

As they came around at the end of 
two laps, Moates had seven seconds 
over Breker, who was now runnerup. 
In third and charging was the first 
European, Yamaha factory rider 
Hakan Carlqvist with Suzuki's Danny 
LaPorte behind him. 

Andre Vromans on another factory 
Yamaha moved up to fifth behind La 
Porte the next time around. 





Moates continued to lead, but Carl- 
qvist was on the gas, too, and advanc- 
ing. Breker's bike broke its shock, and 
he was forced to fade to an eventual 
fifth place finish. 

Carlqvist continued hunting the lead- 
er down and by the midway point, had 
bagged him when Moates went down. 
LaPorte also got by. It seemed then 
that, as in the past, the Americans had 
given it their best shot, but the 
Europeans were still on top. 

However, Carlqvist didn't pull away 
once into the lead, and in a few laps 
LaPorte and Moates both were reeling 
him in. LaPorte set up Carlqvist and 
bounced by on the downhill on lap 15. 
Moates waited until after the dropoff 
and jammed underneath the Swede. 

LaPorte had some problems with 
dirt in the shifter, though, and dropped 
back to third behind Moates and 
Carlqvist. 

With the crowd screaming encour- 
agement to Moates, Carlqvist went to 
work to try and get the lead back once 
more. Moates was pumped by the 
fans. “They did great! They were 
waving me on the whole time,” he said 
later. R

In one of his final bids for the lead, 
Carlqvist jumped to the inside of Moates 
off a ditch and appeared to have the 
hot fast line up the following short 
straight. However, he got mired in 
some thick mud and that was it; 
Moates became only the third Ameri- 
can to ever win a GP moto at Carlsbad. 

LaPorte held off Vromans for third 
with Breker fifth, Lackey and Honda's 
Chuck Sun going six/seven. Staten, 
Kawasaki's Gaylon Mosier and Ivan 
van den Broek on a factory 490cc 
Maico filled the first 10 spots. 

Resting in his truck after the moto, 
Moates explained his comeback. "I 
lost a nine-second lead when I fell 
down. I thought, “If I can catch up 
with them, I can win this one.’” The 
fans’ cheering gave him the boost 
needed to fight back up. 

LaPorte was upset with himself. "I 
just blew it," he said disgustedly. 
When DeCoster went down, his bike 
hit LaPorte's, and there were tire 
marks burned into the top of LaPorte's 
rear fender. 


The two European Suzuki riders, 
Jean-Jacques Bruno and Gerard Rond, 





both fell on the downhill at around the 
20-minute mark while running seventh 
and eighth. They opted for the twin- 
shock works bikes while Americans 
LaPorte and Marty Smith rode the 
single shock floaters. 

All eyes were on the first turn for the 
start of the second moto waiting for 
Moates to do it again. He let no one 
down as he snared the holeshot. 

Staten — with an American flag 
taped to his helmet — Moates' team- 
mate Gary Semics, and Bruno stepped 
in right behind the leader. 

Moates had several seconds over the 
field by the end of the first lap. Bruno 
forged into second followed by Staten, 
Semics, Smith, Lackey and Sun. 
Staten dropped off the pace the next 
lap as Rond shot up into fifth behind 
Lackey. Semics began falling back and 
would eventually finish seventh. 

While Moates and Bruno diligently 
kept pace in front, Lackey, Rond and 
Sun moved in behind them and 
freight-trained around the course in a 
tight dice. It brought the trio within 
range of Bruno and on lap six, Lackey 
passed him on the downhill. Bruno was 
apparently experiencing some sort of 
difficulty, letting both Rond and Sun 
by on the next lap and dropping out 
altogether by mid-moto. 

Knowing he could pick up a lot of 
points with Malherbe sitting the race 





out, Lackey pressed on and closed on 
Moates, the crowd cheering them both 
on. 
Breker had moved into fifth by lap 
eight, but a broken tranny a few laps 
later forced him out. “I felt good, too, 
ready to start charging," he said after- 
wards. 

By lap 12, Lackey was ready to 
strike. As they went up the Carlsbad 
Freeway, he took the inside line, al- 
most going under Moates in the turn 
at the top. Moates held him off there, 
but Lackey then took his brand new, 
blue-engined KX500 hurtling past the 
Yamaha pilot on the downhill for the 
lead. f 

“I slowed and he passed me, so I fol- 
lowed and found the good lines he was 
using,” Moates said later. He stayed 
right on the big Kaw's tailpipe and 
when Lackey went over a berm going 
into Rattlesnake Gulch, took the lead 
back without hesitation. Lackey didn't 
get going again for several laps. 

The order now was Moates with 
about three seconds over Rond, LaPorte 
third after getting tangled in a second 
turn pile up that left him about 30th, 
and Smith. Sun, Vromans, Honda's 
Jim Gibson, Semics, Jaak Van Velthoven 
on the factory KTM and Yamaha- 
mounted Laurence Spence from 
Ireland followed, finishing the moto in 
that order. 





In the post-race weigh-in, Moates' 
bike tipped the scales at 227 pounds, 
but some gas was still in the tank. The 
gas was drained and the side panels re- 
moved to make sure no ballast was 
placed in the airbox to enable it to 
meet the minimum weight require- 
ments, This time it weighed 224.5 
pounds, just over the 224 pounds mini- 
mum! It caused LOP's Laurens Offner 
some tense moments. 


Carlqvist went down early in the 
moto and was never a factory as in the 
first round. He was credited with a 
38th place finish. 

The master of Carlsbad, Gerrit 
Wolsink, had a bad day. His reed- 
valved Maico had some shock problems 
and he re-twisted the knee he hurt in 
Holland last week. 


250cc Support 

In the first 250cc Support moto, 
Kawasaki's Warren Reid headed the 
pack out of turn one with Yamaha 
teamster, Broc Glover close behind. As 
they rounded the tight horseshoe, 
though, Glover slipped and went down 
with several more riders becoming 
tangled up behind. 

At the end of a lap, Reid led fol- 
lowed by Suzukis Brian Myerscough, 
Reid's teammate Jeff Ward, Moto-X 
Fox Honda rider Tommy Benolkin, 
local ace Tony Wanket on a Moto-X 
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Reid's shock went away. 





Fox Yamaha and Alan Smith on a 
Husky. 

Ward went around Myerscough for 
second the next time around and the 
leading trio began to put a little 
ground on the rest of the pack. Coming 
up through that pack was Mike Brown 
on a Moto-X Fox Yamaha and Glover 
who was on the move. It took Glover 
until mid-moto to find a way past 
Brown, but by then the leaders were 
too far ahead. 

Reid continued to lead up to the 
checkered flag with no problem. Ward's 
pace seemed to slow, though, allowing 
Myerscough to catch and pass him by 
lap nine. Glover was the fourth rider 
in, and Maico-mounted Steve Rhyan 
pipped Brown on the last lap for fifth. 

A starting gate malfunction caused 
the second moto to be restarted and on 
the second try, Reid once again went 
immediately to the front followed by 
Ward,  Myerscough and Carlos 
Serrano on a Moto-X Fox Honda. 

Myerscough charged to wrest the 
lead from Reid on lap two as the Kawa- 
saki rider began experiencing shock 
problems. Unable to keep the pace as 
his shock faded away, Reid dropped 
back, giving up third on the last lap to 
Glover who again had to cut through 
the pack. 

Myerscough took the win with his 2- 
l tally, Reid got second and Ward 
third. 


Rounding out the top 10 in moto 
two were John Day on a Yamaha, 
Brown, Peter Wanket on a Moto-X 
Fox Yamaha, Smith, Suzuki’s Ron 
Turner and Kawasaki's Chappy Blose 
who rode a tremendous catch-up ride 
after going down in the first turn and 
getting away near last. 


125cc Women's National 


The race Saturday for the 125cc 
Women's Expert crown did not begin 
well for defending Women's Motocross 
Champion Dede Cates whose Suzuki 
seized an engine in the morning's prac- 
tice session. However, her father pulled 
the barrel, sanded down the piston 
and put things back together with a 
prayer. 


Cates promptly went out and hole- 
shot the first moto with Team Dynamic/ 
Yamaha rider Lisa Akin, Suzuki- 
mounted Kimi Douglas and E.C. Birt 
Honda pilot Kathy Holman in close 
quarters behind. 

The first two laps found Akin, in 
her second race here, pressing Cates 
hard until she bailed and dropped 
back to fourth. Undaunted, she was 
up quickly as Cates motored on to an 
unchallenged win and began chasing 
the front trio. 

It took a lap to get around Holman 
who later fell and finished 11th. Akin 
then set her sights on Douglas who ap- 
peared to be secure in second some dis-

Maico-mounted Val Tamietti and DG Yamaha 
pilot Todd Peterson were named victors of the 
Open and 250cc classes, respectively, in the first 
appearance of motorcycle racing in Mickey 


Thompson’s Off-Road Champion- 
ship Gran Prix held at the Los 
Angeles Memorial Coliseum. 

Sidehack racing was also fea- 
tured in both nights of the program, 
and in Friday's 12-lap event, Tom and 
Pete Whitney (Yam) won the Heavy- 
weight (over 500cc) division, while 
Loren Immken and Ron Peck (Yam) 
topped the Lightweights. In Saturday's 
six-lap exhibition, Tom Ridyard and 
Randy Langosh bested the Heavy- 
weights on a Kawasaki, and David 
Krohn and Mike Moore were the Light- 
weight winners on a four-cylinder 
Honda. 

One of the features of the two motor- 
cycle classes were mandatory pit stops 
for a front wheel change, and with the 
short course, it gave rise to much con- 
fusion in the scoring. On Friday night, 
the checkered flag was given to David 
Gerig, but recalculation of the scoring 
showed that Gerig was about to be 
lapped by the real winner, Tamietti. 

Saturday's race saw a similar protest 
go up in behalf of Pete Snorteland, who 
was listed in second. "They may be 
right," said one person who had watched 
the race from the press box. "Peterson 
did take about a minute in the pits." 
(Most pit stops were in the 30- to 40- 
second range.) 

The pit stops were intended by the 
organizers to add excitement to the 
race and to give credit — in the form 
of $1,000 per night for the fastest 
wheel change — to previously unsung 
mechanics. Team Yamaha's mechanics 
reaped the honors, with Ron Heben 
and Bob Oliver being given credit for 
Jim Fishback's Friday night fast wheel 
change, and Heben awarded top prize 
for his Saturday effort, also on Fish- 
back's bike. 





Open 


All the motorcycle races featured 
LeMans starts, and in the two-wheeled 
divisions, the riders ran across the 
track as their mechanics started the 
bikes. Husky-mounted Terry Clark 
was the first away. 

Bob Marino (Yam) had the lead be- 
fore the first lap was over, and at its 
conclusion, was followed by Tamietti, 
Doug Boyd, Clark, Mark Asbury and 
Jim Fishback, riding for the injured 
Larry Roeseler. 

Marino, Tamietti, Boyd and Clark 
continued as the top four for the first 
six laps. Laps five through eight were 
the laps designated for pit stops, most 
of the leaders came in on the seventh 
lap. Tom Kelly came in one lap early 
and it cost him because his was the 
fastest wheel change of the evening, 
and it was thrown out. 

The pit stops caused great confu- 
sion about who was running where and 
who the leader was. When it was all 
said and done, Tamietti and. Marino 
apparently came out the leaders, al- 
though Marino's bid at the lead ended 
when he crashed at the turn after the 
Peristyle downhill. 

The white flag, and the checkered, 
were given first to Gerig, who was 
ahead of Tamietti and the others, but 
almost a lap down. The Maico crew 
protested immediately, but it wasn't 
until the following day that the results 
were made official and Tamietti was 
declared the winner. 

Following Tamietti in the official 
results were Mairno, LOP's Mark 
Lawrence (Yam), Team Honda's Steve 
Wise (who overcame a bad start and 
running into a downed rider on his 
works Pro-Link) and Bob Maxwell 
(Yam). Team Yamaha's Jack Johnson,

Don Draskovich (Yam), Boyd, Gerig 
(listed one lap down) and Clark made 
up the second half of the top 10.

When the quarter-litre machine hit 
the track, Las Vegas’ Chris Howard 
had the lead, with Rick Munyon and 
Andy Kirker, also on Yamahas, head- 
ing up the pursuit. Peterson made his 
way into second by the end of the first 
lap, but stalled his machine at the top 
of the Peristyle and dropped a few 
places. 

Munyon made his way into the lead 
for a few moments, but soon started to 
drop back. Kirker slid out and was hit 
by another bike, dropping him back a 
long ways. Howard still had the lead, 
but was being pressured by DG-sponsored 
Pete Snorteland and Peterson. Both 
got by a lap later, but then Peterson 
went in for his pit. 


Howard and Snorteland disappeared 
into the pits on the following circuit, 
leaving the lead in the hands of Bob 
Marino (Yam) and Val Tamietti (Mai) 
until they too, pitted. 


When everybody was back and cir- 
culating, it looked like Tamietti had 
the lead, followed by Snorteland and 
Howard (who put himself out of con- 
tention with a crash, shortly afterward.)

Roberts makes it 
three straight in 


France

Kenny Roberts scored yet another impressive 
win in the French GP at Paul Ricard near 
Marseille to stretch his lead to 23 points in the 


16 championship. 


Randy Mamola, on the new 
monoshock Suzuki was second, 
after nipping past race-long rival 
Marco Lucchinelli in the run in 
to the flag. 


But that apart, it was a sad day for 
the Americans. Dale Singleton and 
Richard Schlachter, making their GP 
debuts, both failed to qualify for the 
500cc race. 


Out of luck, too was Britain's 
number one man Barry Sheene. Barry 
crashed at the end of the ninth lap, 
when battling with Graeme Crosby for 
fifth place and seriously injured the 
little finger on his left hand. 

At first it was feared that he would 
lose the finger, but Barry ignored the 
diagnosis of doctors in Marseille and 
flew back home where his own 
specialist was able to perform a long 
and complicated operation that saved 
the finger. 

This was the first time that Sheene 
had ever crashed in a 500cc world 
championship race. There were 
suggestions that the accident was 
caused by a suspension fault on the 
privately owned Team Akai- Yamaha, 


but whatever the reason it shows just 
how hard Barry is having to ride to 
match the factory opposition ahead of 
him. 

Roberts, though, is in a class of his 
own at the moment. This time, 
though, he had to work hard for his 
deserved success. 

Roberts made a slow start, but 
rapidly carved his way through the 
pack to catch Mamola and Lucchinelli 
up front. Johnny Cecotto was another 
slow starter, but the Venezuelan ran 
short of steam and couldn't catch the 
leaders. He finished ninth. 

Roberts took the lead on the ninth 
lap, but Lucchinelli took over a lap 
later, and Mamola went ahead on the 
eleventh lap to show they were not 
taking things lying down. 

But Roberts was not to be denied. 
He went through to take command on 
the next lap, and stayed there to head 
Mamola home by just under six 
seconds. 

Rossi had a lonely ride to follow 
Mamola and Lucchinelli over the line. 
Graeme Crosby finished fifth to score 
his first ever World Championship 
points. The Suzuki factory must have 
been reasonably happy with the day. 











All they have to do now is find 
some way to beat Roberts. 

Takazumi Katayama was first of the 
privateers taking sixth place, and a lap 
or two more and he might have taken 


Crosby. 
Then came a closely fought battle 
with Michel Rougerie, Kork 


Ballington on the Kawasaki, Cecotto 
and Patrick Pons, Raymond Roche, 
Sadeo Asami, Carlo Perugini and 
Seppo Rossi separated by just 12 
seconds. 

Lucchinelli had topped the practice 
leaderboard for the second time in the 
past three GPs, but he could not 
match the time in the race. Roberts 
went quicker than he had done in 
training, to break the lap record with 
a time of 2 min., 4.79 sec. 

Cecotto's disappointing race was in 
sharp contrast to his fine ride earlier in 
the day in the 350cc race. 

Johnny led right until the last lap, 
when Jon Ekerold, on a mien d 
entered Yamaha, nipped through to 
win. Ekerold, the South African hard 
man, is reported to have explained his 
victory by saying that he passed 
Cecotto by putting him on the grass, 
and then keeping the inside line on 
every corner! 

Cecotto leads the championship 
battle with 27 points to Ekerold's 20, 
but pre-season favourite for the crown, 
Frenchman Patrick Fernandez, still 
has not scored a point. Again he was 
forced to retire with clutch problems. 

Ekerold had been struggling in 
practice until the man from Bimota 
arrived with a set of new exhaust pipes 
that helped Ekerold slice four seconds 
off his previous best lap! 

Third over the line, well pleased 
with himself was Eric Saul who takes 
over the machines that the late Olivier 
Chevallier had been riding. 

It was neck and neck for fourth 
place, though between Anton Mang 
and Jean Francois Balde on their 
Kawasakis, who held off Walter Villa's 
Yamaha in the run in. 

The 250cc race was a triumph for 
Kork Ballington, who took over from 
Anton Mang two laps from the flag 
and stayed there to win by less than 
two seconds. 

But little of that interested the 
80,000 fans. They were cheering on 
Frenchman Thierry Espie who had a 
real mess of the start, but who came 
charging through to grab third place. 
It was a remarkable ride from a man 
who less than 12 months ago badly 
broke his thigh at the Dutch TT at 
Assen, and consequently lost his 
factory ride on the Motobecane. 

Roland Freymond was the unlucky 
man to lose third place to Espie on the 
last lap, but Freymond was far from 
happy with the pace of his Yamaha. 

Ballington's win hoists him up the 
table, but Mang still leads by nine 
points, and Espie is a good third only 
four points behind the South African 
EE champion. 

Nieto's 125cc win was a convincing 
victory, and for once the works 
Minarelli ran sweetly all race. 
Pierpaolo Bianchi chased Nieto home 
on the MBA, with Nieto's Italian 
teammate Loris Reggiani third. 

The closest the French came to 
winning a race came in the sidecar 
event. Here Alain Michel battled with 
reigning champion Rolf Biland for 
most of the race. 

But the Fath engined outfit of 
Michel was visibly slower than Biland's 
Yamaha powered device, and Rolf 
began to pull away. 

But Michel was not even to have the 
consolation of second place. The 
clutch started to fail, and Michel 
began to slow. 

Jock Taylor, the Flying Scotsman 
who had made a mess of the start came 
charging through to take second 
place. .

Isle of Man 
record broken 
by Dunlop

ISLE OF MAN, ENGLAND, 

MAY 31-JUNE 8 

Irishman Joey Dunlop, winner 
of the Classic TT, and Sidecar 
ace Jock Taylor, overall winner 
of the two part Sidecar TT were 
the stars of a controversial and 
weather-hit Isle of Man TT. 

Dunlop, the Ulsterman who had to 
bitch a lift over to the Island because 
he was short of cash, picked up a cool 
$16,500 for his Classic victory, and 
twice smashed Mick Grant's absolute 
lap record in the process, lapping 
finally at 115.22 mph. 

Taylor rewrote the sidecar record 
book. Beaten into second place by 
Trevor Ireson in the first leg, Taylor 
bounced back with a clearcut win in 
heat two breaking the lap record from 
a standing start. 

With protests after Mick Grant's 
Formula One win, Charlie Williams’ 
victory in the Formula Two TT on 
board the new 350cc Yamaha, four 
deaths on the circuit, and two days 
racing lost through bad weather, the 
TT could hardly rate among the 
greatest ones. 

The fatalities were Marty Ames, a 
sidecar driver injured in a crash at 
Bray Hill in Saturday’s sidecar race, 
passenger Andrew Holme hurt in a 
seperate crash in the same race, Roger 
Corbett a 38-year-old father of three 
young daughters killed at Glen Helen 
on the second lap of the Classic TT, 
and a course marshall, 61-year-old 
Percy Guest, who was badly injured 
when trying to stop a spectator on a 
motorcycle just before the roads closed 
for practice at Braddan Bridge. 

Seriously injured after crashing in 
Friday evening's final practice session 
was Alex George, winner of last year’s 
Formula One and Classic TT's. He is 
recovering slowly after being on a life 
support machine for several days. 

Alex's absence took the edge off the 
Formula One TT that started the race 
program. With George out, the 
Honda factory team was down to Ron 
Haslam and Mick Grant, and when 








Ron was forced to retire on the third 
lap when the rear chain broke going 
over Braddan Bridge, it was left to 
Grant to carry the Honda flag. 

Early race leader Graeme McGregor 
had required fluid draining of his knee 
and a pain killing i injection before the 
race, after he hurt his knee at 
Governors Bridge in the previous 
evening's practice session when he fell 
off his 350cc Yamaha. 

McGregor stayed in front of the 
pack for close to two laps, but the 
intermediate tires he had chosen to 
cope with the damp track began to 
slide, and he dropped back. A lap 
later, still in fifth place, the clutch 
cable snapped and he pulled out. 

After a slow start, Grant forced his 
way into the lead, and at the end of 


| the race crossed the line almost 11 


seconds ahead of runner-up Graeme 
Crosby on the Yoshimura Suzuki. 

But Croz was far from a happy man 
at the end of it all. He, and others had 
seen Grant punching in the sides of the 
gas tank, and immediately assumed 
that the tank had been above the 24 
liters limit and that Grant was trying 
to cover it up. 

Croz wanted to protest, but Suzuki 
talked him out of it. Then in stepped 
Gordon Pantall, sponsor of fourth 
finisher Alan Jackson aboard 
Crosby’s old Moriwaki Kawasaki. 

Pantall made an official protest, 
and on Sunday the FIM decided not to 
confirm the results and instead wait to 
hear what Grant and Honda had to 
say. 

He admitted hitting the tank, but 
claimed quite rightly that there was 
nothing illegal in that act! His 
objective had been to ensure that even 
if some of the plastic oil containers 
stuffed into the tank to reduce its 
capacity had punctured, then he 
wouldnt be excluded on a 
technicality. 

The protest was thrown out. 
Graeme Crosby was still far from 
happy, but finally shook hands with 
Grant in a bid to clear the air. 

Crosby’s annoyance was 
understandable, particularly in view 
of some dubious tactics allegedly used 
by Honda before the race began. 
Graeme had appealed to the Jury to 
change his start number from three, 
which he felt was too low for him in 
only his second year at the TT. 

The Jury let him change to number 
11, but a few minutes before the race 
started Honda, in turn protested, and 
wanted Croz to start from the number 
three place on the grid, but riding 
number 11. 

Crosby finally started alongside 
Grant, and despite Mick's fears that 
this could produce a dangerous 
situation, the race itself was run 
without incident. 

The track was drying out for the 
first leg of the Sidecar TT which 
followed, but with the track wet 
between the start and Ballacraine for 
the whole three laps speeds were low, 
and only Jock Taylor's final lap topped 
the 100 mph mark. 

Trevor Ireson won the race, to make 
it three Sidecar victories in succession, 
following last year's double, but 
Taylor almost caught him with a last 
lap dash that slashed a 30 second lead 
to just six at the flag. 

Other top liners had their problems, 
too. Rolf Biland the world champion 
was forced to stop on the first lap with 
a defective petrol pump, Rolf 
Steinhausen lost a lot of time when he 
lost all the water out his radiator, and 
Australian Peter Campbell stopped 
with a seized engine. 

Jock Taylor took full advantage of 
the final Sidecar heat to show just how 
good a sidecar racer he is. His 
passenger, Benga Johansson had never 
raced round the island but that didn’t 
slow Jock down. On the first lap he set 











a record lap from a standing start, and 
went quicker still next time round. But 
Benga had spotted a problem, and at 
the end of the lap he pulled in to 
repair a broken radiator bracket. 

Despite that stop, and running short 
of fuel eight miles from home Jock 
galloped home 34 seconds ahead of 
Ireson. But it was a close thing because 
the Scotsman’s Yamaha outfit actually 
ran out of fuel 200 yards from the flag. 

Third home was Nigel Rollason 
with the British built Barton Phoenix 
engined outfit, and unlucky Mick 
Boddice saw himself robbed of 
another top three place with a 
defective rear tyre. He limped home 
fourth. 

The stars were again in trouble. 
Steinhausen failed to finish because of 
more engine trouble, Biland had left 
to catch his boat home, and 
Campbell’s engine blew up once more. 

Graeme Crosby managed to push all 
of the weekend's unpleasantness out of 
his mind before the Senior TT. Crosby 
swept into the Senior TT lead starting 
the fourth lap thanks to a slick 
refueling stop, but the man he passed, 
Ian Richards, did not give up. 

Richards regained the lead and was 
neck and neck on time with Croz, 
when his Suzuki had a seized gearbox 
at a fast bend just before Ballacraine. 
Ian held the high speed slide, but was 
out of the race. 

Crosby went on to a, comfortable 
win almost a minute clear of Steven 
Cull and Steve Ward. 

Charlie Williams took a step 
towards winning his first world title by 
riding the new 350cc Yamaha to 
victory in the Formula Two race. The 
sponsor of second place finisher Chris 
Guy protested about the homologation 
of the bike. The Jury threw that 
protest out, too. 

Charlie finished a full two minutes 
ahead of Guy, but it was a much closer 
thing in the Formula Three race. 

Motorcycle dealer Barry Smith 
proved that life does begin at 40 by 
winning the race for the second year in 
succession. He lost the lead when he 
had to stop for fuel, and Chris 
Griffiths rode his Aero Macchi 
through non-stop. But Barry 
overhauled the 4-stroke, and went on 
to win by 34 seconds. Third home was 
Ron Haslam who hadn't ridden the 
Honda until the race started. 

Williams made it two wins on the 
trot by winning the 250cc Junior TT 
which followed. Cut from six laps to 
four the race was always under his 
control. 

Williams’ hopes of making it three 
solo wins were slim, as he only had the 
350 Yamaha left to ride, but when he 
seized the engine at Ballaugh Bridge 
on the first lap of the Classic TT that 
was that. 

Dunlop set the pace on his 750cc 
Yamaha, but Mick Grant who had 
worked his way up to second place by 
the halfway stage, grabbed the lead 
after both came in for fuel. 

Grant, on the 1062cc Honda, took 
just 12 seconds, but Dunlop's stop cost 
him 53 seconds. That didn't hold him 
back for long. Grant's lead was eaten 
away on the fourth lap, and a record 
breaking lap next time round had the 
pair almost tied on time. 

Joey took almost ten seconds off the 
lap record next time round, and 
Grant, in trouble with the gearing on 
his Honda -- which had been changed 
mysteriously before the race -- could 
not hold him. 

After a couple of worrying moments 
on the last lap, Grant eased off and 
Joey won by more than 20 seconds. 

Dunlop had said that was likely to 
be his last race, following the tragic 
death of his brother-in-law a couple of 
weeks earlier in the North West 200, 
but with this result behind him he wa 
not quite so sure. 
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Roger DeCoster won the opening moto in Italy; his third in the second moto 
gave him second overall. (Inset) Bad Brad didn't feel well; rode to a 5-6.

Defending World Champion 
Graham Noyce saw his last 
chance of retaining the title 
disappear in the sixth round of 
this year's championship when he was 
taken to hospital with both bones in 
his lower left leg broken after being 
centerpunched by Italian Villa rider 
Paolo Piron in the Italian GP. 

Noyce immediately said that he 
would not race again this season in an 
effort to regain full fitness. So far this 
year he has sustained ligament 
damage when he dislocated his 
collarbone on Easter Monday, broken 
a toe and now his leg. He underwent 
an operation on his leg when the 
swelling went down and will go back 
on the operating table in the near 
future for repairs to the ligament 
damage in his shoulder.

There is every chance of the crown 
staying in the Honda camp, however. 
Belgian teammate Andre Malherbe 
returned to the top of the 
championship table in Italy with 
another overall win, his only defeat 
coming in the first race at the hands of 
veteran teammate Roger DeCoster 
who mounted the rostrum in second 
place at the end of the day. 

Malherbe had ridden through the 
field from eighth place to second in 
the first moto and came from another 
moderate start in the second moto to 
take the lead in the second half of the 
race when the rains came. 

All of the Honda team had new 
470cc motors installed for the first 
time and DeCoster led both races, 
ending the day with a 1-3 score while 
Noyce had placed fourth after gating 
second to Gerard Rond in the first 
moto. 

Rond was again riding the 1979 
works Suzuki, complete with spare 
chain in the airbox to meet the weight 
restrictions, but could only register 
sixth and fourth places despite getting 
the holeshot in both motos. 

With Hakan Carlqvist still slowed by 
the throat infection which forced him 
out of the Finnish Grand Prix and 
championship leader Brad Lackey 
suffering with a liver complaint and 
Andre Vromans was the 
only man to beat the Hondas all day as 
he completed a Belgian 1-2-3 sweep 
with third and second places. 

To add to Lackey’s problems, he 
could only gate 11th in the first moto 


and had to struggle through to fifth at 
the flag. He failed to find grip in the 
mud of the later stages of moto two 
after taking the lead in the dry. He 
dropped back rapidly to finish sixth. 

Last year's world number two Gerrit 
Wolsink, who has split with his English 
mechanic Steve Butler after a 
succession of disagreements, was again 
pointless, pulling out of both motos 
after failing to stay with the leaders 
despite fitting a new reed-valve motor. 
Maico's misery was complete when 
Herbert Schmitz, eighth in the first 
moto, went out of the second when 
brought down by the Noyce-Piron 
incident.

SZCZECIN, POLAND, JUNE 8 

After scoring just seven points in 
the previous four rounds, Dutch 
Maico rider Kees Van der Ven 
swept to overall victory in the 


Polish round of the World 
Championship 250cc MX Series with a 
first race win backed up by a second 
moto fourth. 

Riders from the low countries 
reveled in the sandy going at Szczecin 
in the north of the east European 
country and Georges Jobe, the Belgian 
Suzuki rider, opened up a 31 point 
lead in the championship by virtue of 
a 4-3 day. 

Jobe has now scored in every race 
bar one and has never received the 
checkered flag in lower than fourth 
place. His large points lead comes 
despite the fact that his only race wins 
have come in his native Belgium. 

Compatriot Raymond Boven has 
moved into third place in the series 
despite a relatively disappointing 
display. Jean Claude Laquaye 
equalled Jobe's score on the day while 
Jean Paul Mingels, riding on a 
Luxembourg license because he can't 
get on the Belgian grading list, took a 
first race second. 

It was a disastrous day for the east 
Europeans. Although Bulgarian 
Dimitar Rangelov again placed well in 
both races to move past Husqvarna 
teammate Boven into second place in 
the series, not one of the CZ mounted 
stars of Czechoslovakia and Russia 
scored a point. 

Jaroslav Falta, so enigmatic in 
recent years, appears to have gone 
back to his old habits after a hot run in 
the early GPs and the dominant force 
of the seventies, Moiseev and Kavinov, 
were never in contention. 

The up and down life of the 
German Honda duo continued. Fritz 
Kobele, with 24 points in Spain and 22 
in Germany, had his third double 
DNF of the season. But Rolf 
Dieffenbach, completely out of touch 
since his win in the Spanish opener, 
roosted his way to a second moto win 
in Poland. 

American interest in the series seems 
to be at an end. Having changed in 
mid-season from the 500 to the 


quarter-litre GPs, Jim Pomeroy has 
had pointless outings in 
Czechoslovakia and Belgium. He was 
refused an entry in Germany despite 
FIM approval when the promoter 
contacted Rene Brunell and the 
president of the MX commission was 
unable to confirm the change. 

The Beta factory, disenchanted by 
the hassle over entries and a lack of 
results, refused to send Pomeroy to 
Poland and the American was 
expected to return to the States after 
visiting the factory.

Such is the domination of the

Reigning champion Everts, who 
broke his arm in a track crash in May, 
is back in physical training, but still 
awaits word from the doctor to return 
to action. 

Everts seemed certain to lose his 
slender one point championship lead 
to his young compatriot Velkeneers, 
but the 18-year-old crashed in the first 
moto and had to have seven fragments 
of bone removed from his foot by a 
Belgian specialist the day after the 
event. 

With fellow countryman and three 
times champion Gaston Rahier third 
in the table at the start of the day and 
experiencing problems with his works 
Gilera, it was left to a fourth rider 
from the land of all the talents, 17- 
year-old Eric Geboers, to share the top 
spot on the day with Japanese 
champion Tetsumi Mitsuyasu and 
move into third place in the 
championship. 

Each scored a win and a second 
though they are split in the race for 
championship honors by Italian 
Michele Rinaldi who again had an 
excellent day on the Hiro-engined 
TGM. 

With a fifth and a third, he led the 
Italian squad from whom Franco 
Perfini, Dario Nani and Corrado 
Maddii also scored points. Italian joy

TORONTO, CANADA, JUNE 7 


Donnie Cantaloupi, riding a Bevo Forte-tuned 
works OW-40 Yamaha, flashed around the 
swamp-like rain-washed track laid out over the 
Canadian National Exhibition stadium’s base- 


ball field as if chased by a simi- 
larly black and yellow-striped fe- 
line, to capture the first Toronto 
Supercross Spectacular in abso- 
lutely brilliant fashion. Cantaloupi was 
riding with such forcefulness through 
foot-deep mud and even deeper ruts, 
that he managed to lap then third- 
running teammate Broc Glover on the 
seventh laps of a final that was shortened 
from 20 to 12 laps due to trophical 
strength showers that had hit the open 
stadium. 


At one point while Yamaha's rookie 
rider was in the process of completing 
his next to final tour of this disaster 
area scale model, all rider movement 
ceased. Cantaloupi, after a unique 
fall-free race, was stopped in his 
tracks. After long minutes that had 








rumors of putting an immediate end 
to the race, Cantaloupi “miraculously” 
got going again with the help of a few 
friends and managed to cross the 
finish line to the roar of 25,231 rain- 
drenched fans. 

The top Canadian rider in this 
premiere Toronto stadium event was 
Quebec's Jean Bourret, on a Monette 
Sports Can-Am, with a surprising 
third. Bourret, who is 19 and won 
Cuba's invitational MX series in the 
fall of '79, followed Glover on the 
results board after being one of very 
few riders to take the checkered flag. 

Dennis James from Ontario took 
fourth. James, riding an Aurora Cycle 


Supplies Honda thus became Canada's: 


first Supercross champ, edging out 
Bourret and his l6th-place Montreal 
finish by virtue of his own 11th 
position there. James had it coming.

Last year he had been Canada's best 
finisher at Supermotocross Molson 
with a fifth. 

Earlier in the day's running, Donnie 
Cantaloupi won the Aurora Cycle 
Supplies jump contest with a 60 foot 
leap to grab $500. At the heart of all 
this mudness, Doug Domokos still 
managed to wheelie over parts of the 
track, foot-deep soup and all. 
Announcer Larry Huffman had to add 
little to make the fans go wild. 

Right on schedule, the gate dropped 
and the riders in the first qualifying 
heat were gone. Alberta’s Ross 
Pederson, riding for Yamaha Canada 
took first, never to look back. Ten laps 
later, Pederson was home first, 
followed by Ron Sun, on a Cliff 
White-tuned Honda and John 
Savitski. 

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward took the 
second qualifier after passing 
Cantaloupi. 

Qualifiers three and four were taken 
by Suzuki's Barnett and Yamaha's 
Glover, respectively, and most 
decisively. 

The first semi saw KTM's Frank 
Stacy's ISDT type-riding ability put to 
good use as he led hard-riding Randy 
Kingston, on a Honda, to the final. 

Alan Logue, on a Yamaha 
Canada/Castrol ride, circumnavigated 
an ever worsening track to win semi two 
ahead of Dave Marr, on a Can-Am. 

The last spot in the final was taken 
by consolation (6 laps instead of 10) 
winner Bill Walsh on a Cycle World 
Honda. 

As the line of finalists turned into a 
wedge, slipped and slid around corner 
one, Broc Glover took command of the 
first group, leading Kirk Bigelow, 
Dennis James, Kris Bigelow, Sun and 
Cantaloupi. Things quickly changed 
as a too wide line set James back and 
tight cornering put Sun alongside 
Glover and charging Jeff Ward. 

With the first lap half-completed, 
Kris Bigelow had jumped up to first, 





ahead of Sun and Glover while 
Cantaloupi, Ross Pederson, Mark 
Barnett and Kip Bigelow were in slimy 
pursuit. 

Very soon, the ribbon of thick mud 
would separate the riders from those 
destined to turn into so many course 
markers, Sun and Ward were early 
casualties as were John Savitski and 
Kirk Bigelow. 

Cantaloupi, although having no one 
within challenging distance, went like 
wildfire in front. “I knew that speed 
was the key to going in deep mud, so I 
did my best with this bit of 
knowledge,” said Cantaloupi. 

Half-way through the 12 lap torture 
test, Cantaloupi had put 30 seconds 
between himself and second place 
Barnett who, in turn, had a one 
minute lead over Glover. Cantaloupi 
soon passed Glover and went on, while 
his teammate and Barnett both got 
slower to the point of getting stuck 
themselves. 

Barnett went first with a fried 
clutch, one of many that night. Here 
and there riders were starting and 
stopping. 

On lap 11, Cantaloupi got stuck and 
going again, right to the wire. 
Quebecer Jean Bourret came in 
moments later although no one knew 
in which position at the time. He 
wound up: third. Glover got going 
again and crossed the line. He was not 
happy when informed of his second 
place finish, saying that he had been 
mistakenly given the checkered before 
Cantaloupi. .

Mark Brelsford (H-D) 
had been leading the race easily, but 
DNF when the bike's ignition quit 
firing. Mulder's Triumph took over 
the lead, and he held on to win a close 
one over Skip Van Leeuwen (Tri) and 
Chuck Palmgren (Yam). Ed 
Hermann (Tri) took the Amateur 
race. The report was penned by then- 
CN editor, now the  AMA's 
Government Relations Department 
Director, Ed Youngblood. 


Canadian Dave Sehl (H-D) was the 
easy winner of the second half of the 
doubleheader, the Charity Newsies 
half mile. Second went to the BSA of 
Ronnie Rall, and he was followed by 
Larry Palmgren (Tri) and Mark 
Brelsford (H-D). Rex Beauchamp 
(H-D) took the win in the crash- 
shortened Amateur feature that saw 
Sehl’s brother Doug taken to the 
hospital with a broken leg. Gary 
Fisher was also shaken. 


Six hundred riders showed to contest 
the Dirt Diggers All States Champion- 
ship Scrambles, held in San Clemente, 
CA. Preston Petty won three Expert 
classes — the 125, 250 and 500cc — 
with Sachs, Maico and Rickman 
machinery, and Lars Larsson topped 
the Open Amateur/Expert class on a 
prototype 501cc Maico. 


The results for the 500-mile Green- 
horn Enduro were finally figured out, 
and the overall winner was Bob 
Steffan, who dropped just 20 points in 
two days on his Harley-Davidson 350 
Sprint. Steffan, who was interviewed 
by Ron Schneiders in the same issue, 
admitted that his handlebar mounted 
clock broke shortly after the start, 
and he had to rely on his wristwatch. 
Open A winner Gene Burcham (650 
Tri) also dropped 20, but lost out at 
the tie-breaker check. Tom Penton 
(Pen) topped Earl Roeseler (Yam) by 
four seconds for the Lightweight A 
win. In the Trailbike A class, Walt 
Baehr (Sac) was the winner over Dave 
Ekins (H-D) and Larry Roeseler (H- 
D). Larry, 13, was the event's youngest 
finisher, and had a score four points 
better than that of John Penton. 


Rich Thorwaldson continued win- 
ning in the desert, taking the 
Desert Knights hare scrambles on his 
Rickman Triumph. Bultaco rider 
Tom Poteet had the lead, but 
relagated it to Thorwalson due to a 
flat tire. 


Tom Sargent, the publisher of Cycle 
Magazine, announced the appointment 
of Byron Farnsworth as the magazine's 
West Coast Editor. 


Speedway action in and about the 
southland found Sonny Nutter 
beating Bruce Flanders in the Scratch 
Main in Lancaster (Sammy Tanner 
took the Scratch Consolation there). 
Sonny then did the same deed to Rick 
Woods at Costa Mesa. In a special 
benefit race at El Cajon, Scott Autrey 
won the Handicap Main in front of 
Nutter and Woods. TV star Billy 
Gray was leading the Second Division 
Main until he went down.

Speedway League

Every rider in the British League obtains a 
match average, and as the season progresses, a 
team may not field a side of more than 50 points 
total between the seven men which make up a 


team. If they do, then that team 
has to lose a rider, as in the case 
of west coast specialist Bobby 
“Boogaloo” Schwartz who last 


season was just 0.07 of a point too 
high, and was forced to move to 
another club although he was quite 
happy to stay with his first British 
club, Cradley Heath. Bobby was 
forced to move to Reading. 

A match average is calculated by 
dividing the total points scored (includ- 
ing bonus points) by the number of 
rides taken. A bonus point is given to a 
rider when he follows a team rider 
across the finish line, unless he is last, 
i.e. riding partner wins race for three 
points followed by his teammate who 
gets two points plus another point, 
same applies in second and third 
places. However, bonus points are not 
counted in the final match result. The 
following are compiled to May 1980. 


Scott Autrey 
32 rides, 80 points plus four bonus 
points, 84 total, avg: 10.50 

Scott finished last season as top 
man of the British League with an 
average of 10.98. Not bad when you 
consider the maximum average 
cannot go over 12 points. He has 
continued where he left off last year 
although he has changed clubs from 
Exeter, who are now second division, 
to Swindon (both clubs have the same 
promoter). Not considered to be a 
flamboyant racer, he is always in the 
top scoring for his team. In the 
recent test meetings against England 
he totaled 68 points in five meets, 
giving him an average of 13.56 (max 
in tests is 18 points from six rides). 
Everything, however, hasn't been a 
bed of roses. Recently in Germany, 
while partnering Bruce Penhall in 
the World Best Pairs qualifier, Scott 
only scored eight points from six 
rides, with his partner's 12 points 
that gave the USA a total of 20 


22 points, just a couple points short of 


qualifying. And in the qualifying 


round of the World Team Cup he 
contributed nine points to the USA's 
total of 31. 


Bruce Penhall 
28 rides, 73 points, ave: 10.43 

Known to his girl fans as “Juicy 
Brucey," Penhall has gone from 
strength to strength in his speedway 
career since joining British League 
club Cradley Heath. He finished last 
season with an average of 10.13 and 
was just pipped on the line for first 
place in the British League Riders 
Championship. This year, however, 
looks like it's going to be the one that 
makes it all worthwhile, current 
holder of the match race title, a 
competition where a challenger is 
nominated each month, and joint 
leader in the World Master Of Speed- 
way, a title he won last season. 

In the recent test meets between 
the USA and England, Bruce 
finished top points man with a match 
average of 14.76 and scored nine 
points in the World Team Cup 
qualifier, helping to take his country 
to the next state in Denmark. 

Every meeting, however, does not 
quite have a happy ending. Surpris- 
ingly, a couple of weeks ago the USA 
failed to qualify for the final of the 
World Best Pairs, in that meet Bruce 
scored 12 points from five rides with 
an engine failure in his sixth. 

In the three short years that 
Penhall has been in Europe he has 
collected a vast amount of silverware 
including a gold bar worth $16,000 
in an open meet in Denmark last 
month. Along with Scott Autrey, 
Penall goes into the Intercontinental 
Final of the Individual World Cham- 
pionship at White City, London on 
August 3, where the top nine qualify 
for the World Final in Gothenberg, 
Sweden on September 5. Although 
Bruce is very confident in reaching 
the final, he knows if he becomes too 
relaxed it could prove costly to him. 
He was recently threatened with a 











three-day suspension if he failed to 
ride in an open meeting. 


Dennis Sigalos 
1979 Average: 7.78 


Shawn Moran 


21 rides, 27 points plus 3 bonus 
points, 30 total, avg: 5.71 


John Cook 


19 rides, 10 points plus 3 bonus 
points, 13 total, avg: 2.73 


Dennis Sigalos, returning for a sec- 
ond season with Hull, is joined this 
year by Shawn Moran and John Cook. 
Last season saw Shawn's brother Kelly 
attached with the same team; however 
this year we have seen Kelly go to 
struggling league side Birmingham. 
Hull's promoters gamble in bringing 
two new Yanks to his team has not 
quite paid off, as shows with the 
struggling form of young John Cook, 
whose average of just over two points 
cannot guarantee a team place for 
the rest of the year. The younger 
Moran has won the hearts of the fans 
with his daredevil displays of balance, 
skill and determination to mix it with 
the world's best riders. We will very 
shortly see him among the top Ameri- 
can points scorers; that is, if he re- 
mains in one piece! Shawn came 
back from a nasty injury, which he 
received when he lost an argument 
with a safety fence, to average 6.48 
from three test meets and was the 
savior along with Dennis Sigalos in 
the final winning test. 

His senior in the Hull team is the 
very likable Dennis Sigalos whose 
average of 7.78 points can be credited 
not only to his gutsy riding but to the 
tuition he has received over the last 
two years from current World Cham- 
pion Ivan Mauger. So far this season, 
Sigalos has stayed clear of injury, 
and in the tests with England averaged 
12 points with a further top points 
score of 10 for the USA in the World 
Team Cup. 


Ron Preston 
1979 average: 8.90 

The ex-San Bernardino sizzler came 
to England last year and made an 
immediate impact on the league, scor- 
ing high points throughout the season 
to finish with an average of almost 
nine points, an average which he 
keeps until he has ridden at least six 
league meets to obtain an average for 
1980. This season seems to have 
gotten off to a bad start for Ronnie as 
he has spent more time in California 
then racing in England through a 
series of injuries, the last of which he 
received torn ligaments in his leg 
after colliding with the safety fence 
at his home track Poole, in the Eng- 
land vs. USA test series. In that 
series, he rode in four to obtain an 
average of 5.34 points. That's a slow 
start to the season for him, but as 
soon as he's ready he'll be piling up 
the points again. Maybe Ronnie could 
take in a little practice on the west 
coast tracks before returning to 
England. 


Bobby Schwartz 


1979 average: 7.41 

“Boogaloo” was transferred to his 
new club Reading during the close 
season as.a result of the 50 point rule, 
as no club is allowed to exceed this 
limit. His transfer fee of 8,000 pounds 
was below his old club's value but 
agreed to this figure so to enable 
Bobby's new team to offer better 
teams. He also has a string of spon- 
sors making this season quite a profit- 
able one for him. So far, his scores 
have mostly been in the double 
figures, so next month should see his 
average go up by at least a couple of 
points, He partnered his buddy 
Bruce, Penball in the tests with 
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England and had an average of 9.78, 
along with the success of the USA 
team in the World Team Cup. 
Schwartz had a bad day collecting 
three points after crashing in one 
race and an engine failure in 
another. He now makes regular trips 
to the continent establishing himself 
as an international racing star. 


Steve Gresham 
27 rides, 39 points plus 3 bonus 
points, 42 total, avg: 6.22 

Gresham has been around the 
English circuits for some time now, 
starting his career with Hull before 
eventually settling at his present 
team Swindon with Scott Autrey. He. 
finished last season with an average 
of 6.93 so his average for 1980 seems 
to be around the same points mark. 
He has qualified for the Long Track 
semi-final (approximately 1000 me- 
ters) along with Bruce Penhall. He 
rode in the tests against England and 
averaged 7.50 points per meeting, 
also called upon as reserve in the 
World Team Cup qualifier, but he 
wasn't needed to ride. 


Larry Kosta 
Assessed average for 1980, 6.00 

Kosta came over to England on the 
recommendation of Ian Thomas, 
who promotes Sigalos, Moran and 
Cook, to join the once mighty Belle 
Vue team at Manchester. He has 
found the going a little tougher than 
expected but has shown signs of im- 
provement. The track at Belle Vue is 
somewhat bigger than on the west 
coast, about 400 yards. 

At a recent British Speedway 
Promoters Association they were in- 
formed that all or most of the 
English-based American speedway 
stars would have to return to southern 
California for domestic reasons at 
least three times this season, and that 
the British Promoter should pay for 
all the air fares. While it can be 
understood by the British speedway 
fans that the sport could be in decline 
in America, they fail to see why they 
should lose their top personalities for 
what can only be seen as a financial 
gain by the promoters on the west 
coast. 

Had the American speedway riders 
been under contract several years ago, 
then none of this would have arisen, 
or at least there would not have been 
so much aggravation. With the pos- 
sible threat of suspension from the 
AMA and the attractive weather, one 
can hardly blame the riders for form- 
ing a line to get over there. What is 
annoying to the speedway public in 
England is that they are forced to 
miss their star riders in action and 
any cost incurred by a promoter is 
eventually passed on to them. 

Should the promoters here say to 
the riders that if you go back, stay 
back? They are sure that the riders 
would have to listen, as their earn- 
ings are far in excess of what they 
could earn on the tracks of California. 
With regular trips to Germany, Den- 
mark and Sweden almost each week- 
end and occasionally in midweek, 
the American riders are sitting on a 
gold mine. 

If it weren’t for the British pro- 
moters paying for the air fares for 
them to ride in England, then the 
continental promoters wouldn't 
want the Yanks, as it would be too 
expensive to fly a team over to Ger- 
many. If it weren't for League racing 
in England, then the sport would 
probably die on the international 
scene, so the Americans do have some- 
thing to be thankful for. Remember 
back to the first time Bruce Penhall 
and Mike Bast rode at White City, 
London? They were completely out 
of it! Come on, America, give us 
back your riders! e

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A ZONKER NAMED PATRICIA 
An Interview with the Author of 


MURDERCYCLES

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Patricia Zonker is one of those people who “needs no in- 


troduction” by virtue of deed or reputation. In Mrs. Zon- | 


ker's case, her deed was the writing of Murdercycles: 
The Facts About America's Number One Blood Sport, 
a book which, since its release last year, has created no 
small amount of anger amongst motorcyclists all over the 
country after they had read it. The reputation that follows 
Murdercycles is the belief by many that the book and 
author advocate that people everywhere should take what- 
ever measures necessary to discourage motorcycles, motor- 
cyclists — or all three. 


In response to the former, Mrs. Zonker believes her deed 
to be a serious, if not scholarly, volume up there with the 
works of Nader and at least an equal to Dr. Harry Hurt's 
epic federally-funded study of motorcycle accidents. The 
latter — the reputation — is catagorically denied; Mrs. 
Zonker only wants people to be aware of the dangers of 
motorcycling, being wary to falling prey to the manufac- 
turers’ and media's *glamorization" of an otherwise tor- 
tuous, gory and, yes, bloody “sport” that has claimed lives 
worse than any war. (Remember, kiddies! You have been 
warned!) 


This interview — conducted in early April at Mrs. Zon- 
ker's L.A.-area office, where her husband is engaged in 
an “alternate energy" business — brought with it elements 
of deed and reputation to Mrs. Zonker to uncover, as a 
result, a “grey area" of reasoning that the reader will dis- 
cover. For example, if Murdercycles is supposed to be 
"serious and scholarly," how come it was written in a 
melodramatic style so as to attract the teenage set? How 
come accident case histories are not given thorough exam- 
ination as would be demanded by work of a high caliber? 
Why does the book delve more into trivia than hard fact? 
Why do people think Zonker wants motorcycles out, yet 
she denies it — but with only a small enough hint in her 
answers as to suggest that she really doesn't mean what she 
says? Ah yes, answers that demand even more answers; 
material enough for yet another book just to clear the air. 
Yet Patricia Zonker should have it all said in her book. 
But there are enough holes in her logic to know that she 
didn't. Why? Who knows? 


Like the many moto-media reviews of Murdercycles, 
it would be easier said than done to have performed some 
very choice rips on Patricia Zonker about her book and 


the hows and whys of its writing, but that's been over- 
looked here for a couple of reasons: 


1. In the four hours of talking with Mrs. Zonker (who 
stands an easy six feet tall), she proved to be an, uh, “inter- 
esting" interviewee, providing equally “interesting” an- 
swers to my questions with an interesting sense of logic 
that I can only term — ah — “‘interesting.” 


2. Because of that, I found that there was no need to take 
extraordinary steps in questioning (upon having reviewed 
the interview transcript), leaving it up to the reader to 
judge Mrs. Zonker, based upon her answers. I think it 
would also be fair to say that Mrs. Zonker's quality and 
methodology of answering is also the best way for the au- 
thor to explain the kind of person she really is. (In truth, 
book aside, Patrica Zonker is a nice person to talk to.) 


Lastly, of all the unanswered questions that have grown 
from writing this interview (and there are many!) I have 
two favorites: 


If the one doctor calls the deaths that result from motor- 
cycling “like a war," what war can it be compared to? 
Civil War, which killed an easy half-million? World War 
II, which claimed 12 million? Viet Nam with almost 
50,000 dead? 


If the motorcycle industry “glamorizes” motorcycles, 
which are supposed to be killers and destroyers of young 
people, what about all those war movies we’ve grown up 
with? How many times have you seen John Wayne beat 
the Japanese at Guadalcanal? Singled-handedly? I think 
the hard-sell for bombs has been far more succesful than 
it has been for motorcycles any day. Twice on Sunday. 


Towards the end of the interview, Zonker states that if 
her book has saved “‘one good life" it was worth the effort. 
Gee, I thought that all life was good and worth saving. 
What’s the difference? 


But, as the author says, I’m just probably “nitpicking.” 
Details do count, however; they eventually add up to mean 
something. It’s important details and questions, whether 
through intent, accident, or failure to communicate pro- 
perly, that both Patricia Zonker and Murdercycles fail 
to properly answer within a reasonable doubt. 








Read on, “without further introduction...” 








“I feel that it was 
written somewhat with 
objectivity — not total 
objectivity, because I 
don’t feel totally 
objective about the 
subject.” 





Who is Patricia Zonker, and why is 
she saying all those bad things about 
motorcyclists? 

Patricia Zonker is a writer who has 
tried to at least give a message. I have 
been in such magazines as Teen, Good 
Housekeeping, The Rotarian and 
others. 








How long have you been writing? 
About 10 years...It was a childhood 
ambition which I shelved for home- 
making and motherhood. Then I was 
asked to join a writer's club in Downey; 
that's how I got started. 

Everything that I have written has 
had some kind of message. I have had 
Cover stories on the racial subject — 
(emphasizing) I'm very integration- 
minded...I've been in magazines that 
you've heard of, OK? 

Have you been in Red Book? 

No, but I have been in a number of 
well-known magazines...I would find 
it very difficult to write some of these 
cheap romances that people pick up 
today. I could do so, and make a 
fortune on it, but I find it difficult. I 
don't want to waste my time on some- 
thing that doesn't have truth or 
something to it. 

What inspired you to write Murder- 
cycles? 

I was put into the hospital for 12 days 
...It was a boating accident...It is 


really dull, OK?...1 went down on my 
knee and I was put into the orthopedic 
ward of the hospital. 

Break your knee? 

I really shattered it...I had a lot of 
torn cartilage...After about three 
days of being bedridden, I hobbled 
around on my crutches and found that 
the place was full of motorcycle acci- 
dent cases...It just kind of got to me 
...I was pretty taken up with the sub- 
ject, the glamorization of it — I could 
see it all around me happening! On 
TV and radio, I couldn’t stand those 
ads where they show them (motorcycles) 
flying — and I couldn't see Evel 
Knievel as a hero... his toys were sell- 
ing out, you know... 

Do you really feel that toys like Evel’s 
really influence kids? 

Definitely!!... No one has been able to 
get me into a discussion about Evel 
Kneivel. I think I said two words: Zero 
Hero. I’ve not heard from him (about 
Murdercycles); I hope I don't. He goes 
out and says don't do as I do; do as I 


tell you to do. No kid if going to listen 
to that. 
You mention in your book about a 
boy who launched himself and his 
bicycle off a two-foot high ramp and 
died. How could have such a thing 
have happened? 
Well, it happened. We tried to get 
some pictures — 
Of the accident? 
Not that one, but there was a lot of 
kids injured right after Evel Knievel's 
Snake River Jump... 

But that's how I got into it: I wrote 
an article to begin with and I did sell 


it. 

To whom? 

This is really incidental; let's not men- 
tion it, OK?...(It was) a leading Sun- 
day supplement with 17 million circu- 
lation; I felt that was terrific. They 
were very much for me editorially... 
then, evidently — I am not sure this is 
why — I think it was shelved due to a 
full-page ad — 

By a motorcycle company. 
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"The whole point of 
m» book is don't let 
anyone you love ride 
a motorcycle! That 
must really gripe the 
industry! Secretly, 


they must be festering! 


Umm-hmm. I though that this was 
terrible; where. do we have the freedom 
to speak out? I felt that my rights were 
being taken away... I got very hepped- 
up (sic) and at the time I was told that 
I should go into a book, that I had 
grown professionally... And one thing 
led to another... 

Aside from the glamorization of 
motorcycling, what notions did you 
have on the subject before you began 
your book? 

I honestly did not have any pre- 
conceived notions against the machine 
or motorcyclists — and I still don't. 
They're just as fine a breed of people 
as anyone else, OK? 

I just felt that it was growing too fast 
until it was in almost every home and I 
just felt that the dangers of motor- 
cycling had not been shown. 

What kind of research did you do? 
Look at the bibliography (in the book, 
which contains 16 titles and authors). 
I've read practically everything you 
want to find on motorcycles in the last 
five years, if not before. From govern- 
ment pamphlets to anything that mo- 
torcycle companies would send me... 
I just really delved into it. I even took a 
course; I felt that I must know how to 
ride a motorcycle...Frankly, I think 
the book would have been great if it 
had been written by a rider. 

Have you received any response from 
the motorcycle industry or from 
motorcyclists to your book? 

The greatest response I have had is 
when I have been on the TV and radio 
shows, the phone-ins. 

What do people say? 

People call in and agree with me. And 
they will also not. They will say that I 
was out in left field, this or that — 
motorcyclists. And 1 would have to 
answer them. 

I will say that almost every host that 
had me on came to my defense. They 
really did. 

Since your book has been out, there 
has been a tremendous reaction to it 
by the motorcycle press — none of it 
good. 

I didn't expect it to be — ever. 
Primary criticism has been leveled 
against your book's quality of jour- 
nalism, style and content of infor- 
mation it contains. 

I don't think that anybody had de- 
nied the fact that motorcycles aren't 
10096 safe. In fact, today there is no 
singular aspect of life that is totally 
free from some type of hazard. 
(Silence.) 

But you're telling me that mo motor- 
cycle company, person or organiza- 
tion has contacted you to talk about 
your book, refute its evidence? 

No one from the industry has con- 
tacted me. If they have contacted the 
publisher, he has not let me know. 
Why is that? 

(Silence.) 

Are they (the motorcycle industry) 
afraid? 

I think they — the fact that they 
haven't contacted me makes me wonder. 
Wonder what? 

I wish they would; let's put it that way. 
What would you say to them (if they 
did)? 

I have said it all in the book! If they 
want to argue with it, why don't they 
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come to me? 

Maybe the truth hurts. Do you think 
that's it? 

I feel that they feel they're going to 
bring too much attention to it and 
cause more sales of the book, which 
may mean less sales for themselves. 
The converse could be true. 

I really feel this is why I haven't heard 
from the industry... But I have gotten 
letters from nurses, people like that, 
who have said, “Thank God, 
somebody has finally done a book like 
that!” What do you think of me?...Do 
you think I'm a person who hates motor- 
cyclists or something? 

That's mainly irrelevant; I'm just 
here for a story. 

I like people! Most people I met with- 
out exception, the young fellows I in- 
terviewed — one boy I interviewed was 
paraplegic and was so sold on motor- 
cycles, even at that point. 

I don't know what to tell you, but I 
wish somebody would write an article 
against it (Murdercycles). Y wish I had 
seen some of the articles agaznst it. All 
I have seen are the positive aspects. 
What does this say about the Ameri- 
can people and their feelings about 
motorcycles? 

I don't think that there was that old 
hatred that there used to be, because 
it's too much of an accepted thing now. 
One gets the basic feeling from read- 
ing your book that it is still a bit less 
than respectable to ride a motorcycle. 
You name a number of celebrities 
and other notables who ride bikes. 
But they're respected people. 

You project this implicit i image that 
it’s bad for people that far up the 
social ladder to ride motorcycles, be- 
cause that makes them acceptable. 
No, I don't feel that way. That's just 
the type of people that they are who 
are interested in it. 

I have nothing against a person rid- 
ing a motorcycle. If they want to, if 
they're well aware of the dangers, then 
go ahead and ride! 

But the tone of your book almost 
openly advocates the eradication of 
the motorcycle, if not from the United 
States, then at least from the face of 
the earth. 

Well, if anybody wants to take up that 
challenge, they can — and I'm not out 
to ban the motorcycle from the face of 
the earth. 

If there is any negativeness towards 
the people that ride motorcycles, I’m 
sorry. I did drag in a little bit of the 
old Hell's Angels, this and that. But in 
any branch there is (sic) undesirables, 
no matter what you are. There are 
poor doctors, crooked lawyers, crooked 
politicians. So with motorcyclists, I said 
that you have to try to live with one 
another... 

The whole purpose of my book is 
don't let anyone you love ride a motor- 
cycle! That must gripe the industry! 
Secretly they must be festering!! 

In your book you say, for example, 
that wives should threaten to leave 
their husbands. 

(giggling) Somebody told me that — 
People take this stuff as God's word. 





“I think my book is 
entirely truthful... 
People will look at this 
(the book) and think 
of tt as the truth — 
and I hope they do!” 





I was making a joke there. 

It’s tough, then, to determine in 
your book just what is facetious and 
what’s not. 
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I would say that I meant peas oun 
that I said in it. There are very few 
facetious remarks in it — 


That adds further fuel to the fire 
that people could come away from 
reading this book, imagining that 
the average motorcyclist is a stupid, 
macho male animal — which many 
are not. There are all kinds of motor- 
cyclists, in fact. 

I thought I tried to bring that out. I 
mentioned senior citizens — 


But still it's almost a condescending 
tone that you tag onto describing 
them, whoever they are. 
Well, I always meant it to be against 
the machine, not the people. If that 
comes across as being against the 
people themselves, I'm sorry, because, 
to quote an old phrase: "Some of my 
best friends are motorcyclists.” 
A friend told me that you have gone 
around once to book fairs wearing a 
dented motorcycle helmet. 
At book fairs? Advertising the book? 
(laughs) He must mean the American 
Booksellers Association (Fair, held 
last year in L.A.) That's all right — I 
even did it on one TV show! 

I told the media that I would come 
on straight, but if they needed some- 
thing visual I have my mother-in-law's

motorcycle — she's dead — and it has 
Murdercycles on it! And I've got a 
helmet — 

You mean to say that a talent coordi- 
nator on a TV talk show said for you 
to come on in a helmet with your 
"murdercycle," and that'll make a 
big splash with the audience? 

No. Frankly, no... That was the last 
thing in the world that I wanted to do. 
I wanted to come on "straight" and 
talk, but...Johnny'Carson had on a 
woman who rode a motorcycle across 
the United States. She came on with a 
helmet; is there anything against that? 
She came on and spoke about how 
good motorcycles are! 

Freddie de Cordova (Tonight 
Show's executive producer) loved my 
book, but I didn't get on the show... 
Please don't put that in, because, you 
know, OK? 

I don't know. Why? 

I definitely think that it was a network 
decision (not to have Zonker as a To- 
night guest). I think the CHiPs accident 
had something to do with it (the star of 
the series had suffered from a motor- 
cycle accident while filming) — and 
NBC 5s third in the ratings. They just 
didn't want somebody on there knock- 
ing, you know, CH:Ps, for instance, 
and all that sort of stuff... Will you 
not repeat that part of it? 

Cross my heart and hope to crash. 

All right. I don't think it's too impor- 
tant. 

What I'm trying to say is that...some 
person said to do something like that 
at the ABA, but I didn't do it. 


So you did do it on TV. 
No. 


You never did it at all, then? 

No. I just offered (to do it). On one 
show, I said, “If you want, I'll wear a 
helmet, sit in a wheelchair, then dis- 
card them..." 

Isn't that stooping? 

Uh...I don't think so, no, to get my 


You know, talk shows can be real 
dull and they need a few gimmicks if 
they can. That was for their benefit, 
not mine...(but) it was around the 
time of the ABA (Fair) in L.A., and I 
was told — 


To bring out the helmet and motor- 
cycle. 

And they sat it (out at the exhibit), but 
I didn't. We wheeled it into my pub- 
lisher's booth — and I think I went 
across the floor once in it — just 
straight to there — and that was it. 
Earlier I had cited the tone you used 
in the book, some of the facts and 
figures — 

I was told in a critique of my book: 
"What's the matter with this book? 
You can do better! I have read your 
fiction stories..." I have won prizes — 
international prizes — for my short 
story fiction that could have even ap- 
peared in Atlantic Monthly. But I can 
write sexy stuff and anything else that 
you want. But he said: "It's not right; 
it won't go! You're not telling as like it 
is! You're saying that a person was 
killed! Statistics — dull! How was that 
person killed!? Describe it! Sock it to 
em!" 

I really believe what that person told 
me. He said that you're going to have a 
dull, dull book that is not going to sell, 
that's going to just dte. 

As an example of an accident descrip- 
tion in your book, you mention the 
death of T.E. Lawrence — Lawrence 
of Arabia, summing up his life in 
two sentences, ending that he died 
having taking “one too many rides 
on his machine and made a final exit 
from this world." Were you aware of 
the actual details of his death? 

Yes, I read it; it was not suicide — 

He had seen a boy on the road — 
That may have been a very fine thing 
that he tried, to avoid hitting some- 
body — 

Game his legend and character, 
Lawrence’s death was a fitting pass- 
ing. He sacrificed his life so that 
others may live. 

Well, why don’t you write a book! 

The way in which you cite his acci- 
dent makes Lawrence appear to be a 
very shallow person, when the truth 
was exactly the opposite. 

I didn't go into the details about his 
life, but I felt that here was a coura- 
geous man who had fought battle after 
battle — and a motorcycle did him in! 








“I really could have 
written a diet book 
and made a fortune, 
but I do belzeve in it 
(Murdercycles). I 
have faith in what I 
did.” 








But he died a courageous death! 

I suppose you could probably say the 
Kennedys died a courageous death, 
but that doesn’t make guns good, eh? 
It doesn’t. But you also cite an inci- 
dent where a boy, after his parents 
had denied him a minibike, hanged 
himself. Is that a significant enough 
fact to deserve coverage in your book? 
They said that was the reason why he 
did it. There might have been other 
things wrong. 


We're talking about somebody at a 
young age who was quite possibly 
disturbed. 

That's possible, but that's why they 
quoted it in the newspaper. That was 
to show how brainwashed they (chil- 
dren) are, from the time they're little, 
with. tricycles that look like miniature 








motorcycles. The next step is your mini- 
bikes, motocross bicycles and things 
like that. 
I think that the boy's suicide is 
hardly a motorcycle-related death. 
It was a minicycle-related death... 
.. Or minicycle-related death. 
The parents said it was! It was in the 
newspaper! 
But the implications stated are so 
tenuous — 
When you write a book, you pick up 
sources that are close to your material. 
I have seen too many brains wasted 
.. If the brain already knows before 
he gets on them, if this bright, young 
man, before he gets on a motorcycle 
knows this is going to happen to his 
life, then he takes his chances. There 
are so many who do it that aren’t that 
smart — you know what I mean? And 
it’s going to be rough to reach those. 
but if you can reach the bright ones... 
I tend to look at motorcycling rather 
philosophically, that the act of 
riding puts control of your life liter- 
ally in your own hands. People today 
tend to live at the mercy of forces 
beyond their own control — like our 
government, for example. Riding a 
motorcycle, at least temporarily, offers 
a viable alternative to leading an 
otherwise mundane existence. 
Yes, I don’t like the government to tell 
me everything what to do...How do 
you feel about my feeling that advertis- 
ing controls too much of our lives? 
In terms of motorcycling, it never 
influenced my decision to ride. 
Oh! 1 have fought television and I am 
the first generation to raise television 
children. Television is a third parent 
.. and it is not all gospel truth. .. I think 
my book is entzrely truthful... People 
will look at this (the book) and think of 
it as the truth — and I hope that they 
do! It zs the truth, in my mind. You 
honestly tell me that the Motorcycle 
Industry Council has people after 
them to ban motorcycles? There have 
been people that strong about it? 
I do not know for an absolute fact, 
but there are apparently people out 
there who are bent on doing just that. 
To outlaw them? J am not trying to 
outlaw them. Perhaps this (the book) 
would help to make something like 
that happen...I don’t think it ever 
will, because this is still a free country. 
But I am not for it (motorcycles). J just 
simply want them to be aware of the 
dangers! The crazy ones tell me it’s not 
any more dangerous than a car. 
I believe, as do many others, that a 
motorcycle is responsible transporta- 
tion in the hands of responsible 
people. 
I would tend to not agree with you on 
that. 
Why? 
Because it is not responsible transpor- 
tation. It mzght be in the hands of a 
responsible person, but even that per- 
son is out there taking a chance — a 
greater chance than in a car or airplane. 
Three times as great as in a car! 
I noticed in your book as I read it 
that it doesn't have the same type of 
documentary style that I have found 
comparable to the investigative report- 
ing of people like Ralph Nader. 
I know exactly what you're saying. I 
opted for this style purposely. 
Why the histrionics? 
I don't think it is. 
The book is just shrill from cover to 
cover. 
No. I don't think so. 
Give me your justification. 
I can't see any kid — any young person 
— read a book about murdercycles — 
uh, motorcycles! — but I do not feel 
that it is overly dramatized at all. If 
anything, it's under-dramatized. I feel 
that if the young people will not read a 
dull textbook, I did not want to write a 
dull textbook. 
You asked me the reaction I receive; 
I have here some fantastic reviews 
. (produces photocopies of Murdercycles 
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"Frankly, I thznk the 
book would have been 
great zf it had been 
written by a rider.” 








reviews from a number of newspapers 
and gives them to me). This was in the 
Sacramento Union last August; this 
was written by a motorcyclist. He says 
exactly my whole point in writing the 
book! 

That it's a death machine? (quoted 
from the review) 

That was his words. 

Are those your sentiments, too? 

Uh, yes, somewhat, 

Now he said the fact that it is usually 
the cars fault (in the majority of 
motorcycle/other vehicle accidents) 
and that I didn't emphasize it enough. 
He's possibly right. 

I agree; I don't think that you did. 
Possibly right! 1 don't think it matters! 
You don't? Why? 

Because it's the motorcyclist that gets 
hurt! There's always going to be old 
ladies whose eyes are beginning to fail 
and they're not going to see 'em. 
Thats on the street we're talking 
about, yet I've met a lot of 'em from 
the desert — a little peculiar sand, a 
little rock — paraplegics, the whole bit. 

(produces two grisly photographs of 
motorcycle accident victims) 

I'll let you have these two pictures, 
too, ¿f you think they'll publish them. 
I'm just the contributing writer. 

Yes! They won't do it, will you? 

I honestly don't know. 

Uhmm-hmm. I have subscribed to two 
or three motorcycle magazines through 
the years... 

And? 

I've never seen anything like them (the 
pictures given to me). It all looks 
pretty clean. Pure — pure as the driven 
snow. You do catch things here and 
there. I caught the fact that the editor 
of Motorcyclist was injured quite badly 
testing a machine. 

It was the magazine's publisher, 
Richard Lague. Motorcyclist's ed- 
itor, Dale Boller, told me that while 
what you say is true, you did not give 
complete information about the acci- 
dent, such as how and why it happen- 
ed. In fact, your book fails to give a 
complete picture of amy accident 
cited in it, only results and aftermath. 

Mr. Boller told me that Mr. Lague 
was injured as the result of a driver 
crossing into the wrong side of the 
road as Mr. Lague rounded a turn. 
I realize that!

Then why wasn't that information 
included? 

I would have to spend my entire book 
— uh, the latest figures by (Dr.) Harry 
Hurt...says here "51 percent of all 
motorcycle accidents are caused by 
automobile drivers." Hah! I think he's 
wrong! | think about 9075 of them 
(automobiles) are at fault; I think 
motorcyclists are wonderful drivers! 
They have to be! 

Why didn’t I say whose fault it was? 
Because it’s like a train hitting a car: 
You describe how badly the people in 
the car were hurt. You wouldn't go 





into detail how it was the train's fault. 
It would clarify the situation, 
wouldn't it? 1 

I think I mentioned in the beginning 
of the book that most of the time it's 
the car that's at fault. 

To the uninitiated reader, however, 
when reading the tragic accounts of 
the deaths of the people mentioned 
in your book, it gives one the im- 
pression that many of these victims 
went out and torpedoed themselves 
into oblivion. There's no specific in- 
formation in any of the cases as to the 
victim's physical or mental state as 
they rode their motorcycles, whether 
they were going fast or slow, if they 
were intoxicated, sober, on drugs... 
It gives the impression, no matter who 
the reader may be, that just the mere 
act of riding condemns the rider to 
death. 

I do not say absolutely to death — 

To some tragic end, then. 

To certain injury, almost. There are 
exceptions, of course. Someone who 
has ridden a motorcycle all his life and 
have never had a minor accident. 

In your book you portray certain 
people as being hooked on motor- 
cycles, but there are people who are 
just as hooked on clothing, stereos 
and cars. 

Are you saying Im zeroing in too 
much on the motorcycles? 

"There's an equal amount of hard-sell 
that is placed on other mass-market 
consumer items, cars especially. As I 
see it, there is a bigger hard-sell on 
those items than on motorcycles. 
Well, there are other books I could go 
into, except that people have come up 
to me and said, "What are you going 
to do next? Guns?" I said no. This 
(Murdercycles) is a one-shot thing for 
me, but I realize that it's not going to 
let up. I've been asked to speak to 
driver's ed classes, PTAs — I could be 
speaking every night of the week, if I 
wanted to. 

One of the chapter titles in Murder- 
cycles is “The Honchos and Jocks 
of Motorcycle Racing.” 

That was just to make it interesting. 
The story of motorcycle racing — I for- 
got what those original titles were, but 
I thought that they were dullsville (sic). 
I thought, “Why don’t we call it ‘The 
Japanese Revenge!” because I heard 
that. 


Another chapter: “The Hospital: 
Plush Hotel for Bikers. You give the 
idea that all a motorcyclist has to do 
is crash, and before he hits the pave- 
ment he’s whisked off for fun and 
games in a hospital ward — at public 
expense, of course. 

I spent a lot of time at Rancho Los 
Amigos (a hospital located in Downey, 
CA), not just one day. I talked to them 
(accident victims) as often as I wanted. 
And it’s just really a nice place — it is, 
if you've been over there. The sun 
filters through and they're wheeling 
around in their wheelchairs — it's a 
scene out of M*A*S*H, it really is. 
And it's kind of fun and games; the 
guys kid a lot back and forth. So it 
wasn't as sad as you would think at 
that point. Of course, it was tragic to 
see some of the quads (sic) trying to 
feed themselves and all that. 

But it's not a hotel. 

No — but it was nice...I could have 
just said: “Hotel for Bikers,” instead of 
"Plush." But this is just nitpicking... 
You may call it nitpicking, but there 
is also quite a devotion in Murder- 
cycles — if not an obsession — to 
sex, or the lack of it due to an injury. 
That's what they told me. I called the 
guys who were at home and that was 
the first thing they hit me with, 

But, given the dramatic tone of the 
book, it's made out that sex is a shal- 
low, base trail common to motorcy- 
clists. “You used to be a macho man, 
but now you're only half of one.” 
You're right about that. I wanted it to 
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come across that “listen, buddy, it may 
be over." 

Why do you call the beginning of a 
motocross race “a Keystone comedy?” 
Oh, because they take off so — you 
know what I mean. 

There's nothing funny, if that's 
what you mean. 

It's not. It's crazy that they leap over 
everything, hills and gullies — well, 
like an obstacle course, is what it is. 
"Keystone comedy" is just a figure of 
speech; they go off kind of wild, hilly- 
nilly, all different directions and that 
happens in motocross races a lot of 
times. 


Motocross takes place on a closed- 
circuit course. There is nothing that 
I find disorganized about it. 

Yeah... 

Are you familiar with observed trials? 
Yes, somewhat. I know it's very studied 
... they go very slow. 

Do you find anything horrifically 
dangerous about trials? 

All of it. The slower you go, the better, 
of course, but it proves out in your 
latest statistics... you take your mopeds. 
You think that there would be more 
deaths, because there really, ah, wasn’t 
that big of a jump... 

What you're saying isn't germaine to 
the subject of observed trials. 

Well, I wasn't talking about it; I thought 
we had left that subject. I don't con- 
sider myself an expert on racing, OK? 








"To quote an old 
phrase, 'Some of my 
best friends are 
motorcyclists. '" 





In your chapter on racing, it con- 
tained many generalities and inac- 
curacies about motorcycle sports. 
Well I thought about it. I dzd hang out 
at the motorcycle parks, but I didn't 
get into the pits. I thought, “Why do 
it? Because these are guys who really 
know it's really dangerous." So what 
am I going to learn differently? 

I went to the different races; every 
type of race you could imagine; so I 
spent a lot of time on that. Then I took 
that full course on riding — and the 
Yamaha "Learn How to Ride" pro- 
gram, which I didn't get a chance to 
take... 

What did you think of it? 

I thought it was a promotional idea to 
improve sales...I think that every 
young person who gets on a motor- 
cycle should be aware that there's a 
very good likelihood that they're going 
to get hurt. 

Isn't there an equally good chance of 
getting injured in cars or airplanes? 
No. 1 say the benefits of a car, an air- 
plane, far outweigh (those of) the 
motorcycle. The motorcycle has been 
in existence only 10 years longer than 
the automobile and I can't think of 
much that it has done good...I think 
it's done more damage. ..I respect Dr. 
Harry Hurt, but he zs a motorcyclist. 
Do you hold that against him? 

No, I don’t hold that against him... 
but. —- 

But—? 

They've given so much money (to Hurt 
for his motorcycle accident study pro- 
gram)! $378,000 just to do this study! 
Do you think that’s too much? 

Well, I did all of mine all on my own. 
And I put out a /ot of money, but I 
didn’t put out $378,000. If I had the 
backing that he (Hurt) had, and if I 
was able to go to the scene of accidents 
like he did, we would really have a 
book in Murdercycles! And it would be 
far worse than just seeing the hospital 
end of things. 


.But the difference is that he began | 





his project as a recognized researcher 
on the subject (of motorcycle safety). 
Do you know how many studies are 
made like this? 

Hurt’s study is a scholarly work on 
the subject of motorcycle accidents. 
Well, I feel that mzne is a scholarly 
study, too. I've been told that by 
doctors and things that you'll find in 
those reviews that it is a worthwhile 
piece of work. 

When I'm told today — by a lawyer 
— that they're using it as a “bible” for 
their case (in litigation against a motor- 
cycle manufacturer) — 

You feel proud, right? 
Yes, I do... 

I think you already know (going 
down a list of notes) the fact that I 
think tricycles look like minature 
motorcycles. All of them, practically. 
I never thought of them that way. 
(reading on) Genital damage is some- 
thing I want to go into. Harry Hurt 
even has said that groin injuries are 
occurring a lot more than we realize, 
because of the sensitivity of the topic. I 
have in the book a loss of testicles... 
11 
Helmets: I'm all for them. 

If you want a touch of humor in 
your interview, from the chapter 
“Those Bareheaded Bastards” (giggling, 
reading excerpt): 

“Bruce Patton of Alberquerque said 
it was a bad law and was determined 
to protest by riding his motorbike 
bare-headed all the way to the state 
capitol, which he did. And then riding 
home, he rammed a van and died of 
massive head injuries at 23.” 

If about 50,000 people get killed in 
car accidents each year, how many 
injuries are reported? A million? 
Two million? 

I suppose there are injuries that aren't 
reported, too. 

If the doctor in your book says that 
the motorcycle deaths sustained each 
year in this country are worse than 
any war, what, then, do you call the 
deaths from cars? 

I didn't say it — a doctor did. 

I know. What do you think he would 
say? 

Uh, that would be up to him to 
answer, OK? 

I am quoting this gentleman, who is 
the senior vice-president of the 
Insurance Institute for Highway Safety, 
and he said (reading): 

“Banning the automobile as a 
means of eliminating death and injury 
associated with its crashes was not an 
available solution. This is not so with 
the motorcycle in America — yet. Al- 
though it’s making remarkable gains 
in the marketplace, few would argue 
that its continued availability is a trans- 
portation necessity, So it is still quite 
realistic to consider, as one means of 
reducing or eliminating injuries asso- 
ciated with motorcycles, banning their 
sale of operation or both.” 

It's Still a free country. 

I did say (in Murdercycles) “oh, what a 
fantastic ideal" But it was kind of a 
facetious remark — 

If somebody sees that, they'll be 
inclined to take it as gospel truth. 
True? 

Well, I think it zs possible to do so (ban 
motorcycles), OK? 

Now I was really very amazed by the 
CHP figures (of accidents versus 
machines in force)...In four years 
that I studied there, they had 388 
machines. You total those four years 
and they had 366 accidents — the 
LAPD had 111 accidents. 

I took a look at those figures and 
found them to be misleading. If some- 
body took those numbers at their face 
value — 

Oh, I have always said that! When I 
quoted this on TV and radio, I said 
right away that some of them were just 
fender-benders, not all of them dra- 
matic, horrible accidents. I'm just say- 





ing this is what could happen to your 
average police force. 

That's only one of the sets of figures 
and facts that you fail to make clear 
in your book. You don't give a break- 
down between minor and serious ac- 
cidents, for example. Only the worst 
is portrayed or provided. 

I was blasting motorcycles like they 
had never been hit before. I'm not 
going to go really deep into the subject 
and bring out everything in favor of 
them. You know what I mean; I could 
go on and on! I feel that it was written 
somewhat with objectivity — not total 
objectivity, because I don't feel that 
totally objective about the subject. But 
I tried to balance it; I tried to be fair. 
Have you heard of Madlyn Murry 
O'Hare, the atheist? 

They've gone overboard to accom- 
modate her, and 1 don't intend the 
government to go overboard to ac- 
commodate my book — that much, 
except to put a sticker on a motorcycle 
(Zonker's proposed “heath warning" 
similar to those found on packs of 
cigarettes), to refrain from having it in 
the classroom at the high school level. 
I am not the Madelyn Murry O'Hare 
of motorcycles. 

Given sometime in the future, 
everybody gets 10 hours of instruction 
with the motorcycle they buy, people 
are educated to be more aware of 
motorcycles on the highway, do you 
think that then — or ever — that 
people could learn to live safely with 
motorcycles? 

I think the statistics would tend to go 
down. As far as making the machine 
safe in themselves, I don't know how 
you could do it. 

You have it in your book that racing 
improves the breed, so it's possible. 
Maybe there zs a way where on impact 
there was some way to cover them (rid- 
ers) completely. That is the only way I 
see that they can do it. 

What is your idea of the ideal motor- 
cycle? 

I don't see an ideal motorcycle. 

You don't? 

I don't see them at all for ever being 
ideal. Is that what you mean? As being 
able to live with them? I think that we 
all ought to be able to live with one 
another...If you want to call me pre- 
judiced against motorcycles — not the 
people who ride them — I am pre- 
judiced against the machine. 

Should motorcyclists feel guilty for 
riding motorcycles? 

No. I'm not laying a guilt trip on any- 
body for riding...Do what they want. 
Should they feel grateful for your 
book? 

I was told that; I should think that 
they would. But I could see where they 
would not like it. When you read 
something, you reserve the right to 
accept or reject it. 

If you had to do Murdercycles all 
over again, would you change any- 
thing? 

Not really...I haven't made it a 
bloody and gory as I could have. I did 
the best that I could and I put in over 
five years of work into this. 

Do you believe that it was time well 
spent? 

If I saved one good life, yes, I do. I 
really do. 

Is this the last that anybody will hear 
from Patricia Zonker on motorcycle 
safety? 

Well, I keep being approached... the 
interest keeps on growing. . ..I wouldn't 
mind dropping the whole thing, but I 
feel I owe it. 

Do you believe that this is a holy 
cause that you are on? 

I certainly wouldn't define it as a "holy 
cause" in any sense, or a moral cause, 
a just cause, as a medical cause. 

I really could have written a diet 
book and made a fortune, but I do 
believe in it (Murdercycles). I have 
faith in what I did. e.

Impressive Canadian Gary Ford took 
a hard-earned victory in the Handicap 
Main to record his first victory of the 
season at IMS. Ford jumped out front 
at the start over Kurt Strommer, Phil 
Gagnon, Steve Columbo, Alan 
"Crazy" Christian and “The Animal" 
Jim Fishback. Teammates Strommer 
and Gagnon battled for second as 
Christian went to the cushion to move 
through the pack. Christian was flying 
around the outside and took second on 
lap two. Strommer went down too on 
the third lap. 


Christian moved low in turn three 
on lap three and got inside of Ford. 
They touched coming out of four and 
going down the front chute, their bars 
hooked with Ford's catching the cord 
of Christians marble switch and 
pulling it out, killing the motor on 
Alan's bike. With Christian out, Ford 
and his Maely had the victory in the 
bag. Gagnon and Fishback had a wild 
battle for second on the final lap with 
Fishback falling short at the line on 
the outside groove.

As 
the riders approached the last turn, it 
looked like King was about to slip 
underneath Oxley, but Bad Brad 
closed the door and took the checkered 
for the win. 

Next week Alan "Crazy" Christian, 
star of Costa Mesa, says he is all set to 
extend his winning streak to Ascot as 
well. He's got some pretty stiff 
competition at Ascot, and besides, the 
top point leaders we can never count 
out Michael Bast.

Reserve rider Eddie Clark, who 
had a fairly comfortable lead, was 
bumped the last lap and nearly lost 
control, but he managed to get right 
back to it and won. Second was Jeff 
Havacko who is always either first or 
second, and third was Dave Wooten.

Daisies’ ‘‘Perfect 
10” rated an 8.5

FREMONT VALLEY, CA, JUNE 15 
Bob Balentine stilled rumors of him 
quitting desert racing by winning 
the Desert Daisies hare scrambles 
with a commanding five minute 
lead at the finish. 

The race, billed as a “Perfect 10” by 
the all female club, turned out to be 
closer to an 8.5 overall, according to 
the survey taken at the finish. The fast 
guys gave it a high rating, but as you 
got further down the list of finishers 
the complaints came, but the Daisies’ 
motto is "That's racin’!” 

At fourth overall behind Balentine, 
Dan Smith and Mike Sixbery was a 
pie-plater, not an old face hiding, but 
a newcomer, Mark Mangold. It is 
rumored he is a MX Pro who claims 
"I'm just a weekend rider. This is only 
my fourth desert race, but I live at the 
old Ponderosa." 

The course split shortly past the 
bomb, One ran up and across a ridge 
and the other was down in a wash. 
Balentine took the ridge. Just about 
everybody else took the wash and he 
almost lost the lead. Where the courses 
came back together a huge bottle- 
neck developed, causing some burnt 
clutches and not to mention a few 
burnt tempers. š 

The dust was a problem for most of 
the riders causing them to have to 
settle with their positions for most of 
the first loop. The major exception 
was Dan Ashcraft (Up-Tite Hus) who 
fouled a plug right off the start line. 
He got going again some 10 minutes 
later and when he got to the bottle- 
neck, "I couldn't see anything but 
dust, so I jsut pointed the front end up 
the hill and went for it. I must have 
passed about 40 people right there," 
he said. 

Several more uphills caused more 
burnt clutches, broken levers, flat tires 
and tired bodies, resulting in a large 
number of early retirements, ergo the 
lowering the above mentioned "Perfect 
10" to the 8.5. 

Between checks two and three the 
now famous "Daisy Debbie" was seen 
to be spectating “au natural" as now is 
traditional at a Daisies race. But word 
from the riders came that a second 
"maverick" Daisy was also baring her 
wares, 

Coming into the pits Balentine had 
a four-minute lead on Smith, who in 
turn, was one minute ahead of Kenny 
Upp. Sixbery was fourth, followed by 
Kevin Hopkins, riding a 125cc 
Yamaha out of Dick Allen's shop. 
Hopkins’ impressive ride came to an 
sa ford past the pits when he broke 
a hub. 


The Novice herd was led into the 
pits by Open rider Rod Hawkins, who 
was surprised to find himself in the 
lead. Rick Sowma and Dave Kelly 
followed. 

Balentine's only worry at this point 
was if he could get around all the stuck 
riders he knew would be there. Smith 
just wanted to stay ahead of Upp, and 
Upp worried about whether or not his 
tank was going to fall off. It did and he 
retired, leaving third overall, first 
250cc Expert, to Sixbery. Fourth 
overall was now in the hands of 
Mangold and that's how they finished. 

Kem Park moved from ninth through 
the pits to finish fifth, second 250cc 
Expert. First Vet Bill Saltzman fol- 
lowed Park, moving from 10th to sixth 
and took the flag in front of Verlin 
Van Zee. 

Dave Chase advanced 10 spots on 
the second loop to finish eighth over- 
all and take first Amateur laurels. 
Chuck Stearns finished ninth and 
Mike Ryan rounded out the top 10. 

Following his poor start, Ashcraft 
managed to finish llth, four spots 
ahead of the first 175cc Expert, Pete 
Postel.

O’Mara makes 
comeback at CRC 
Dunes MX

Even though it was Father's Day, 
some 200-plus riders came out to 
Indian Dunes to compete in the 
bi-weekly California Racing Club 
Sunday motocross, and a revised Inter- 
national track, made up entirely of 
rider suggestions from the Friday night 
motocross, greeted them as they 
entered the park. One rider in parti- 
cular stood out in the crowd though, 
Mugen USA's Johnny O'Mara. It wasn't 
just his bright white outfit, but rather 
the fact that this was to be his first race 
since breaking his back in an auto 
accident over eight weeks ago. 
Mounted on his water-cooled works 
bike, O’Mara flat blew the class into 
the weeds, running away with both 
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motos and looking as fresh as he did 
when he started at the end of each 
moto, 14 laps in the grueling 100° 
heat. 

The Open Pros started things off, 
and in the first moto, K.C.'s Don 
Draskovich grabbed the holeshot. Pete 
Snorteland and Mark White set chase, 
all three aboard 465 YZs. Draskovich 
held steady as Snorteland pressed time 
and time again, and as the moto wore 
on, so did Snorteland. Right up until 
the checkers, Draskovich had to fend 
off DG's powerful Pete, and O'Neal's 
White for the win. Kenny Zahrt, 
riding for Dirt Bike Magazine, came 
from dead last off the line and took 
fourth ahead of Rob Rollins. 

Moto two was a scorcher, as the heat 
climbed and the track roughened. 
Snorteland took off into the lead as 
Draskovich crashed. Zahrt got off to 
a better start this time and set after 
Snorteland, with White in tow. At the 
halfway mark Zahrt began to pressure 
Snorteland, but it was to no avail. 
Then, Zahrt began to wear Snorteland 
out, a feat Pete couldn't accomplish 
with Draskovich, and finally, in the 
last few laps, Zahrt went right on by 
the tired Snorteland into the lead, and 
pulled away to win. Snorteland held 
on to second and took the overall win 
as White took third and the same 
overall behind Zahrt. Draskovich bare- 
ly took fifth, right before passing out 
five feet past the checkered flag. 

Snorteland came back to lead the 
entire first moto of the 250s, almost. 
The DG pilot was in the lead at the 
start of every lap, but one turn from 
the finish of the first moto, Kris 
Bigelow, who had worked past the 
pack after a bad start, stuffed his 
Yamaha udnerneath Snorteland and 
won by inches as Snorteland rode 
across in total surprise. 

Round two was like the same story 
for Snorteland, he led a long ways 
before Bigelow came from mid pack to 
charge right into the lead with a 
smoth, almost effortless style in the 
rough. 

As O'Mara made his spectacular 
comeback, pulling out unreal leads for 
a guy who hasn't raced in over two 
months, DG's Chris Heisser was trying 
to put something together to charge 
up from second. Also on a water-cooled 
Honda, Heisser was running a strong 
second the first moto when suddenly 
his bike quit on him halfway through 
the race. He jumped off and got things 
sorted out, then repassed three riders 
to regain second by the finish. In 
round two, O'Mara again holeshot 
and ran away, but Heisser got off in 
second, and stayed there the entire 
time, at times reeling in O'Mara to 
within seven seconds, but fading back 
as the heat wore him down.

Kawasaki rider Matt Devich won 
his first daytime Continental 
Moto-sports Club Pro race this 
past weekend beating Honda rid- 
er Brian Maloney to the flag in the 
second moto to take the overall vic- 
tory with a 2-1 score.

Glover romps to 
victory at SSM/ 
Saddleback Suzuki 
Series round

Team Yamaha's 125cc National 
title holder, Broc Glover, jumped 
onto a production YZ and rode 


away with the laurels in the 250cc 
Pro class in the second race of the 
Saddleback Suzuki Summer Series. 

Glover had to overcome a fall in the 
second moto and the strong challenges 
from 28 local 250cc Pros in route to 
the checkered flag. The three-time 
AMA Champ’s main competition 
came from Suzuki rider Ron Turner 
and Honda-mounted Scott Johnson, 
both of whom kept Glover from the 
lead position for a time. 

Johnson smoked into the early lead 
in moto one with Turner close behind 
and Glover following. Craig Gormley 
settled his Yamaha ih at fourth as the 
pack completed lap one. Suzuki rider 
Bob Elliott circulated in fifth with Bob 
Marino putting his Yamaha in at 
sixth. 

Elliot ran into mechanical problems 
on lap two and lap three saw a change 
in the lead as Turner moved past 
Johnson. On the next go-'round Glover 
slipped around the Honda rider and 
took over the number two position be- 
hind Turner. Glover looked in fine 
form as did Turner and just as things 
shaped up for a classic race battle, 
TTurner's rear brake backing plate shat- 
ered and Radical Ron headed for the 
pits. 

While Glover ran off and hid from 
the rest of the field, the battle for 
second place became the center of 
attention. Clint Hardick moved his 
Suzuki up from a poor start to duel 
with Marino. After three laps Hardick 
made his move, dispatched Marino 
and put the pressure on Johnson. 

Johnson seemed to be tiring from 
the pace and Hardick slipped by 
easily. At the checkers Glover was 
safely in front followed by Hardick, 
Marino, Yamaha riders Chris Bigelow 
and Eric MacCracken, and Johnson. 

Roosting into the lead of moto two 
was Johnson followed by Yamaha rider 
Kurt Sofka, Hardick, Marino and 
Glover. Glover tried the inside line on 
the slippery turn leading to the front 
straight and went down. Glover quickly 
remounted in eighth and began a 
race-long charge toward the leaders. 

Johnson wasted little time in 
opening up a safe breathing space be- 
tween himself and Hardick. Sofka 
went out with mechanical problems 
and Marino took over third. By lap 
four Marino had his hands full holding 
off Glover. Several laps later Glover 
found a way past the determined 
Marino and set his sights on Hardick. 
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The dice between Hardick and 
Glover was intense for the next three 
laps with both riders often separated 
by inches and Glover trying every line 
on the track before finally moving into 
second. Glover quickly reeled in 
Johnson who once again was fading, 
and took over the lead. 

Hardick also slipped past Johnson as 
the race entered the final few laps to 
finish behind Glover and take home 
the runner-up share of the purse. 
Marino picked up third overall honors 
with Johnson finishing fourth.

Up, up and away 
for Turner at CRC 
Saddleback MX

ORANGE, CA, JUNE 8 
A flock of racers descended on 
Saddleback Park and discovered 
a new International Track, one 
used for the National races and 
one everyone has hopes of racing again 
in the near future. 

Ron Turner, riding for Suzuki Motor 
Corporation, put his bike in flight for 
a pair of aces in the 250cc Pro race. 


Put wings on Turner's Suzuki and 
the Air Force would have a new secret 
weapon. While other racers were 
checking suspension and gearing, 
Turner's crew was checking flaps and 
landing gear. Turner flew so high over 
the new jumps he had to get clearance 
from flight control. In both motos 
Turner took over the lead in mid-air. 

The first moto found a heavy duel 
for control between Yamaha-mounted 
Kurt Sofka in the lead with Turner 
alongside.

Juan Benavidez"s 
Can-Am was in third with Donald 
Draskovich running fourth | and 
MacCracken in fifth. All were just 
inches apart. Sofka then flew up 
through the pack, taking over fourth. 

By touchdown, Benavidez and Dras- 
kovich were engaged in a duel for 
second that carried them down to the 
end.

Crane, Schlag and

The surprise appearance of nine- 
teen 125cc Experts at Sand Hill 
Ranch today amongst an other- 
wise modest rider turnout insured 


a tone of seriousness about the racing 
that riders here do well to cultivate. As 
the summer sun hardens the already 
challenging Sand Hill track, bent rims 
and broken spokes become common- 
place. Judicious use of the throttle and 
catching less air over the jumps is the 
key to keeping the wheels in ridable 
condition, but how can a race be won 
with the throttle off?

Bradley Harrison 
(Yam) and Scott Yarbrough (Suz) 
followed Beier at the start, but by the 
finish it was Rebuck, Crane and 
Schlag who were in tow. 

The results of the Mini races were 
fairly predictable — the 100s got in 
front of the 80s and the Juniors beat 
the Novices. Troy Joyce was notable, 
however, keeping his Suzuki 80 right 
up there with the bigger bikes and 
rather out of sight of the other 80s 
following them. 

The Open Novices showed some 
spacing changes but their order 
remained the same throughout most of 
the first moto. Matt Arena (Yam) had 
been pressing to get by Damond Lee 
(Kaw), the leader, for most of the 
race. With less than a lap to go, Lee 
killed his engine momentarily in a 
hairpin turn which allowed Arena to 
move up to his side. A slight collision 
put Lee on the ground and Arena into 
a clear first place. Lee was able to 
defend second from Ronnie Johnson 
(Suz) in third. 

Mark Jones (Yam) holeshot the 
second moto with Arena and Lee right 
behind him. Lee fell and finished 
fourth, but Arena got past for a 
perfect 1-1 score. Jones was in second 
at the finish line and Johnson in third.

early lead with Ellis chewing at his rear 
fender. Nelson rode a great race, hold- 
ing Ellis off and keeping the gas on. 
Ellis kept trying to find an opening, 
um was unable to do so until the last 
ap. 

x as the two were negotiating the 
turn at the end of the lower straight, 
heading into the back section of the 
track, Ellis made his move. He charged 
just a little deeper into the turn and 
twisted the throttle just a little harder, 
squeezing by on the outside to take the 
lead and the moto win. His second and 
first place moto finishes gave him the 
overall victory. 

The 250cc class was pretty easy 
pickin's for the Fresno flyer. He took 
the lead in both motos before reaching 
the first corner and held on to go wire 
to wire in both events. He finished the 
first moto more than 15 seconds ahead 
of second place and held another long 
lead in the second round. 

As mentioned earlier, Jeff Watts put 
on a tremendous charge in the first 
125cc Expert moto, slipping by Ellis 
on the last lap to get the moto win. 
Watts got out of the first turn in poor 
shape, somewhere around 10th, and it 
took a couple of laps to get himself 
sorted out. 

He moved into the top five on the 
fifth lap of the nine-lap race when he 
shot past two riders to take over third. 
A lap later he jumped into second and 
set his sights on Ellis who had a good 
lead and was taking it easy. 

Watts moved closer during the next 
couple of laps and on the white flag 
round, he eased up behind Ellis and 
started looking for a chance to get 
around. Ellis went wide on a tight off- 


camber turn and Watts took the inside

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line, moving up beside Ellis at the exit 
of the turn. The two riders touched 
and Ellis went over the berm and off 
the course. 

It only slowed him down a little bit, 
but it was enough for Watts who 
grabbed the lead and went on to take 
the checkered. Watts was involved in a 
first turn crash in moto two and was 
put out of the competition. 

It looked like little Rick Ryan of San 
Jose was going to do a number on the 
125cc Junior class, but he overcooked 
a corner in the second moto and blew 
his chances of a class sweep. 

Ryan (Yam) ran off with the first 
moto, outdistancing the other 22 
riders with apparent ease. He was 
setting out to do it again in the second 
round when he overshot the tight, off- 
camber U-turn just past the check- 
stands at the beginning of the second 
lap. That error cost him two places 
and he finished off his chances a lap 
later with an endo that put him out of 
the race. 

Dion Knepper of Santa Cruz put his 
Yamaha into the lead when Ryan 
bowed out and put on a good race with 
Allen Silhanek (Yam) for the second 
moto honors. Silhanek hung on Knep- 
pers tailpipe throughout the moto, 
but just couldn't find the needed open- 
ing to make a pass. Knepper, who had 
finished fourth in moto one, ended up 
with the overall victory. 

The next event at the Ridge Run- 
ners’ track will be the big CMDA 
Benefit Race on July 13. That race, as 
you probably know by now, will be 
held to help raise money for the 
California Motorcycle Dealer's Associa- 
tion Off Road Park Project. 

The CMDA has engaged the services 


of a professional consulting firm to help 





California counties to get green sticker 
money and build motorcycle parks. 
The program has been pretty success- 
ful so far and all proceeds from the 
next Watsonville race will go towards 
that project. The Ridge Runners want 
to do their part for the motorcycle rid- 
ers of this state so do yours and show 
up for the big CMDA benefit on July 
13. Who knows, you may win a new 
motorcycle in the process.

Some serious riders arrived at 
Carnegie Cycle Park today to 
compete on the steep, challeng- 


ing track and they found it well

worth the trip. Long motos are the 
first thing to go when there are either 
too many riders or things are poorly 
organized, but everyone got in a lot of 
riding time here. The rigors of the 
long motos put heavy demands on the 
machinery as well as the riders, but the 
faithful Parts-in-the-Pits man was here 
to help meet the challenge of keeping 
the bikes running. It's easy to take him 
for granted because he's usually there 
when you need him, but Parts-in-the- 
Pits often makes the key difference be- 
tween riding or not and his absence 
would be sorely felt. 

Without watering the track on 
Saturday, controlling the dust was not 
a real possiblity but a strong prevailing 
breeze blew it quickly away so that 
whether it was a problem or not was a 
matter of individual temperament. 
Some riders actually like mud runs 
while others will welcome a little dust 
if it means no mud. 

Phil Crane (Yam) was the initial 
leader in moto one of the 250cc Experts. 
He stayed up front for the first lap and 
traded with Kenny Rodriquez (Mai) 
for the second lap. Joey Schlag 
(KTM), Bryan Wargo (Yam) and Pete 
Langley (Mai) were hot after them and 
soon became the three leading bikes. 
Schlag crashed trying to defend his 
position from an insistent Wargo who 
took the first place honors. Langley 
was across for second and Schlag was 
third. 

In the second moto, Scott Rice 
(Yam) stretched a head start through 
the rubber band into the holeshot and 
early front spot. The lead very soon 
was commanded by Wargo who had 
been behind Rice, Jim Olson (Hon) 





and Brad Emery (Yam) at the start. 
Wargo was the comfortable frontrunner 
with the dicing all behind him between 
Olson, Langley and Emery. Langley, a 
newcomer to 250s, appeared totally at 
ease in the situation and pulled into a 
clear second place by the fourth lap. 
Emery defended third from Olson and 
Rice was in fourth battling for every 
corner with Ted Cabral (Suz).

to cross his fingers and water just a little 
bit. It turned out to be a near perfect 
day for motocross. By late afternoon 
the larger classes encountered some 
problems with dust as a result of the 
light watering but you'd have to be a 
seer to second guess the weather today.

Azar took 
over the top spot and ignored 
everybody else. Behind him Michlitsch 
and Benek had a real go for second 
spot. It lasted most of the moto before 
Benek came into a corner as if he 
made no attempt to stop and overshot 
it clear over to the next track section. 
He narrowly missed getting nailed by 
Jansen when he re-entered just ahead 
of him. 

Monte Mitchell and Rowdy Blasdell 
were involved in a Husky duel in the 
front of the first Open Pro race. 
Rowdy cut underneath to nab the lead 
on the top sweeper then almost im- 
mediately laid it down on the drop off. 
He was out for the day with a bruised 
shin. 

Mitchell wouldn’t enjoy the lead 
long, though, because Clay Azar 
plowed right by. Positions remained 
the same until the last lap when 
Mitchell slid out and Chris Washburn 
(Yam) motored by. 

Barney Newman (Yam) led the 
second moto while Azar worked on 
getting around Washburn. He did, 


then made his way to the front where 
Washburn was just beginning to test to 
see if Newman had any stamina after a 
long layoff when Newman looked 
down at his rear tire which was going 
flat. Kenneth Randall (Yam) came in 
third.

They 
went on to finish in a tight bunch with 
Gary on the other end.

Any one of them 
could have pulled it out, but Harkle- 
road did it on the final loop followed 
by Bye, Thompson and Ford.

Storbeck, Butler 
and Foytik Honda/ 
AME multi winners

AUSTIN, TX, JUNE 8 

The second round record books 
of the 1980 Honda/AME 
American Minicycle Champion- 
ship Series at Austin MX Park 
recorded four class wins for Danny 
Storbeck of San Antonio, TX. Another 
trophy monger and multiple class 
winner was Tim Butler of Ayle, taking 
home three firsts and a second aboard 
Yamahas. 

With 30 classes to ride and no bikes 
bigger than 125cc, there were lots of 
chances for beautiful trophies as well 
as hats and goggles from Super Seer, 
Hondaline products and Dura-Lube 
oils. 

In addition, American Honda pro- 
vided bikes for a drawing for a brand 
new CR125R for the class winners of 
the 100cc and 125cc classes. A drawing 
was also held for a CR80R among the 
winners of the Mini classes. 

Not only did "Just Plain Mike" 
Foytik pick up two firsts, but he also 
claimed the CR125R as well. The 
CR80R found a home on Shane Sitton's 
trailer rail and took a trip to 
Nacogdoches. 

The Honda factory Mini team, con- 
sisting of Larry Brooks and Todd 
Hewatt, managed a second in the 83cc 
Modified Expert class for 12-16 year 
olds and second in the 83cc Stock Inter- 
mediate class for 12-16 year olds re- 
spectively. Both riders rode both Stock 
and Modified classes, but get offs kept 
them out of the winner's circle for both 
classes. 

The first 125cc Expert moto start 
belonged to Kyle Landrum (Hon) as 
he outdragged Tommy Myers and 
"Flyin' Brian" Taylor riding a Yamaha 
of San Antonio/Moto-X Fox/U.P. 
Fuel-sponsored Yamaha. 

Landrum continued to lead till he 
saw the checkered flag 10 laps later 
with Taylor crossing two seconds after- 
ward. While Myers faded to fourth 
and got some hard pressure from 
Keith Davis (Hon) at the finish, 
Michael Clement worked from an 
early sixth to finish third. 

As the gate dropped for the start of 
the second moto, Landrum once again 
charged to the lead followed by Taylor 
and Jerry Surber (Yam). When they 
came around on the first lap, Taylor 
led the way followed by Landrum, 
Surber, Clement and Myers. 





Surber and Clement rode a tight 
race for a few laps till Clement passed 
and broke away, putting five seconds 
on Surber. Taylor continued to lead 
with as much as three seconds on 
Landrum till mid-moto when he made 
a mistake in the soft sand turn before 
the finish line. 

Landrum was smooth and charging 
hard as he pulled up next to Taylor on 
the front straightaway. The two rocket- 
ed into a turn and over a hill side by 
side. When they came back into view, 
Landrum had the lead and rode it to 
the finish while extending the lead over 
second-place Taylor. 

In third place, Clement had closed 
to within a second of Taylor when on 
the last lap Surber came around in 
front of Clement. At the last turn 
before the checkers, Clement must 
have been dejected at losing a place on 
the last lap and wasn't concentrating 
when he washed over a berm and gave 
Alley Simar a line past him for fourth. 
The overall went to Landrum with a 
pair of firsts. Taylor, Clement (3-5), 
Keith Davis (5-6) and Surber (11-3) 
followed. 

Many of the classes were combined 
to race together but scored separately 
which made spectating a favorite class 
difficult. The second event, for ex- 
ample, combined the 83cc Expert 
Stock 12-16, 83cc Intermediate Stock 
12-16, 83cc Intermediate Stock 9-11, 
83cc Intermediate Stock 9-11 and the 
83cc Girls division in one race. 

Shane Sitton (Yam) and jaime 
Killion (Yam) both won motos in the 
83cc Expert Stock 12-16 class, but 
Siton claimed overall honors by 
scoring better (a third) in the other 
moto. The Intermediate Stock 12-16 
class had Danny Storbeck the winner 
on an E.C. Birt Yamaha. Storbeck's 2- 
1 finishes beat out Honda rider Todd 
Hewatt (1-3) by one point for the win. 
Stacy Merek of Rose-Rich Yamaha 
took third. 

"Just Plain Mike" Foytik's fast draw 
off the starting line as well as some 
dynamite riding earned him first 
overalls in the 125cc Junior Modified 
and Stock classes. In the Stocks, he 
rode a Big Town Suzuki to a pair of 
firsts ahead of Leslie Elsik (Yam) who 
scored 2-2. Foytik whipped Elsik once 
again in the Modifieds, sporting 1-2 
finishes over Elsik's 3-1 scores. 

In the combined 61cc Junior Stock 
9-11 and Pee Wee Modified, Dale 
Storbeck stole the show as he rode a 
Yamaha to a pair of wins for the 61cc 
laurels. 

Christian "Crispy" Vreeland, who 
has trouble reaching the ground with 
one leg astride his 10-inch-wheeled

Suzuki, led the first moto from the 
start to the last lap when he fell over in 
a turn and was pinned under his bike. 
He watched helplessly as everyone 
passed him before he could get going 
again. 

Jason Breaux rode an Ital-Jet to a 
steady win followed by Ramiro 
Esquivel from Monterey, Mexico on a 
Carabela. Breaux repeated the win in 
the second moto and Crispy took 
second for third overall, Esquivell got 
second overall with 2-4 finishes.

Racing was just like the track 
conditions, excellent all day long with 
the morning program proving very 
exciting. In Mini Junior action, the 
points race continued with “Racin”

action-filled rounds with heavy 
pressure coming from David Barnhill 
(Yam) all morning long. “Big” 
Shannon Burns (Hon) broke into the 
top four with a 3-4 effort as 
“Thundering” Peter Thornfield (Suz) 
came back for third with a fine come- 
from-behind ride in round two racing 
action. 

125cc Novice Division 1 was full of 
surprises with "Bad" Bubba Neal 
(Yam) taking top honors in the heavily 
contested event with a 3-1 effort. 
Second behind Neal was “The Rocket” 
Chris Retra (Hon) who piloted his “red 
rocket” to consistent 2-3 finishes while 
first round winner, “Movin’” Mark 
Terry (Hon), faded to third after a 
bad start in the first-ever restart at 
Wolfcreek MX that occured in round 
two. Jack "Squirrelly" Wehrle (Yam) 
ended up fourth with 4-2 finishes as 
Mike Pierce (Hon) rounded out the 
“score keepers’ nightmare” in fifth 
with a pair of fives to his credit. 

A small field of 125cc Pros moved 
dirt next with Mark Rakestraw (Mug- 
Hon) taking the watercooled bike to 
consecutive moto victories after 
battling in each action-filled round 
with Dennis "The Max" Brand (Yam). 
In round one, Rakestraw wired the 
holeshot with Brand in roost. As the

Round two was much the same with
